Details of the Battle 
Manila, 


Complete Annihilation of the 
Spanish Fleet, 


No Material Damage to the 
American Fleet. 


Crews of the Yankee Vesscls May 
Have Suffered Severely, but No 
Report of the Loss Can Be Had, 
The Enemy Crushed, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ]} 

NEW YORK, May 2.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Manila cable, 
May 2 (Monday morning,) says: “The 
American fleet under Commodore 
Dewey, entered the bay at 5 o'clock 
Sunday morning, and anchored at a 
long distance from the Cavite torts. 
The latter, notwithstanding the long 
range, opened fire on the Americans, 
and were supported by Spanish war- 
ships, which were anchored under the 
forts. Commodore Dewey then order:d 
his squadron to close in, and delivered 
an awful cannonade, using his guns of 
all caliber for thirty minutes. He then 
withdrew his vessels beyond the range 
of the smaller guns and poured shells 
from his big guns upon the Spaniards, 
inflicting hideous damage. 

This fire lasted for a little more than 
a quarter of an hour. The Spaniards, 
though greatly weakened, continued to 
reply. 

Commodore Dewey, therefore, closed 
in again and renewed his ceaseless 
caronade. After the fight had con- 
tin ued for an hour _the Spanish squad- 
rom Was practically annihilated, and 
all the forts were silenced. Three of 
the Spanish ships were on fire, one had 
sunk and others were riddled and help- 
less. The loss in men is not known, 
but it cannot be doubted it ts very 
heavy. 

The resistance of the Spaniards was 
stubborn, but they were outmatched. 
Nevertheless they did not yield or did 
they strike a single flag. 

After a lapse of a few hours, Com- 
modore Dewey, who had withdrawn tu 
the west side of the bay when the 
Spanish ceased to fire, returned to 
Cavite. He was received _ With some 
shots from the Jand forces, whereupon 
he again opened upon them with a 
furious torrent of projectiles. In a 
short time he had silenced them, ap-

United States. As my information is 
wholly from Spanish sources, and 
chiefly from government telegrams, 
the facts in favor of the Americans 
doubtless are far below the truth. 

It was known to the Spanish author- 
ities that the American fieet would be 
almost certain to arrive at Manila Sat- 
urday evening. The Spanish fleet, 
which the Governor-General had been 
overpersuaded by Admiral Montejo to 
order to sea, to meet and destroy the 
“cowardly Yankee pigs,’ was recalled 
Saturday afternoon and lined up seven 
miles down the bay from Manila at 
Cavite. The fort on Corridigor Island, 
the battery on Ceballo Island, and the 
works on mainland points north and 
south of those islands, were in readi- 
ness and the chain of mines which 
guarded both channels was prepared to 
blow up each American ship as it 
passed. 

Saturday night fell with the Span- 
jards on land and water quite cheerful 
over the coming engagement. Shortly 
after’ midnight, the darkness being in- 


tense, one of the guns on the Corre- 


gidor boomed out. All the other guns 
at the entrance of the bay took up the 
cry. The anxious people of Manila, 
twenty miles up the bay, poured into 
the streets. They thought the battle 
had begun in reality. 

The American fleet was already past 
the entrance and on the way up the 
opposite side of the bay. How 
Americans got past the forts is not 
yet known. It is believed they did 
not have time to fire a gun, and it is 
said the location of the mines was 
known to them, and Dewey daringly 
resolved to run the chances of being 
misinformed. 

It was a night of terror in Manila. 
Dismay seized upon the Spanish sol- 
diers. They had not believed that the 
Americans ‘could ever get past the en- 
trance batteries and the mines. Long 
before dawn the panic became a frenzy, 
because of the reports from the inte- 
rior of the island that the natives were 
massing for a descent upon the city, 
to pillage and massacre. 

When day broke tens of thousands, 
watching on all sides the vast harbor, 
saw the enemy in line of battle about 
ten miles out directly in front of 
Manila. Trere° were nine vessels in 
all, the Olympia, Baltimore, Boston, 
Raleigh, Concord, Hugh McCulloch, 
Petrel. and two transports, with the 
bright American flag floating gayly 
over each ship, With riggings, decks 
and all visible appointments neat and 
trim..the fleet seemed out for a holiday, 
rather fhan awaiting the opening of 
the first real demonstration of an iron- 
clad fleet in action, that tne world has 
had. The Spaniards could hardly be- 
lieve their own eyes on seeing this 
formidable apparition in the very cen- 
ter of their harbor, almost within fir- 
ing distance of the capital city.

It was impossible to see from the 
shore the effect of the many shots, but 
from the fact that the American ships 
were alternately advancing and retreat- 
ing in the course of their maneuvr- 
ings, the Spaniards on shore got the 
impression that the Yankees were being 
beaten. 

At 7:30 a.m. there was a lull in the 
terrific uproar. The wind blew away 
the haze and smoke, and one of the 
American gunboats was seen making 
off toward the western part of the bay, 
clearly disabled. A cheer went up from 
the Spaniards. 

Then flames burst from ‘the bow of 
the Christiana, the flagship of the Span- 
ish fleet. The Americans again closed 
in and the uproar was renewed with 
increased fury. 

The Americans could not have suf- 
fered great loss up to this time. A few 
shots from the heroic, but incompetent 
Spanish gunners had struck them. 
When the ships were again seen the 
Christiana was- wrapped in flames. On 
deck, sailors, Spaniards and natives, 
were rushing frantically about. The 
Isla de Cuba went near and part of 
the Christiana’s crew, perhaps all that 
were still alive, and the Spanish ad- 
miral went aboard. Hardly were they

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, May 2.-—It is & 
evrious fact that the nation most in- 
terested of all the great powers in the 
combat that took place at Manila yes- 


terday, has been among the last offi- 
cially to learn of the result. Up to 
the close of office hours today, abso- 


lutely all the information that this 
government received of the brilliant 
victory of Commodore Dewey and the 
winning of the battle of Manila on 
May day, came to the government 
through the medium of the press dis- 
patches, 

If the report is true that Commodore 
Dewey has begun a bombardment and 
blockade of the city of Manila, it is 
unlikely that he can spare a vessel 
from his fleet to carry the news to 
Hongkong, the nearest cable station, 
so it is not. known when official ad- 
vices will come. There was some ex- 
pectation that through the surrender 
of the city, the commodore might ac- 
quire control of the cable, but even 
then there might be practical difficulty 
m communicating through it. 

The officers of Commodore Dewey's 
fleet include at least ‘one lieutenant 
who is a good practical electrician and 
telegrapher, but it is not positively 
known that he is able to work a cable, 
but fear is entertained that before re- 
tiring from the city, the Spanish 
troops will smash the delicate and com- 
plicated electrical apparatus for the 
reception and dispatch of messages, 
and@ it is very uncertain whether there 
is enough technical skill in the Amer#- 
can fleet to repair such damage with- 
out aid from the main land. The mere 
cutting of the cable, as reported by 
the Spaniards, is nat regarded as par- 
ticularly serious, since, being hemmed 
in port by the American blockading 
fleet, the Spaniards would not be able 
to make the cut far off shore, so that 
the cable could be easily grappled and 
repaired. ‘ 
GREAT ANXIETY. 

The greatest anxiety is felt as to the 
casualties sustained by the American 
fleet. 
by the Spaniards, it was feared that 
before they burnt, blew up or sunk 
their ships, they managed to inflict se- 
vere damage upon Commodore Dewey’s 
squadron. 

All of the ships engaged were vul- 
nerable in one respect, namely, in their 
lack of protection to life. There was 
nat an armored ship in Commodore 
Dewev's fleet. the nearest approach be- 
ing the flagship Olympia. She had 
some coal protection around the sides. 


and an arched steel deck, calculated 
to protect the vitals of the ship. The 
1ther vessels of the fleet, save those 
recently added to the navy, like the 
McCulloch. have lighter steel decks of 
this character, but in all cases, with 
the exception of some light protec- 


tion in the shape of gun shields, the 
personnel of the ships was exposed to 
the fire of the enemy. 

If Commodore Dewey has lost a cone 
siderable portion of his men, it is 
feared he will be much embarrassed in 
the work of maintaining possession of 
Manila for lack of sufficient forces. 
United States naval vessels are al- 
ways undermanned, according to Euro- 
pean standards, and it will not be pos- 
sible, having regard to the safety cof 
the ships, to spare any considerable 
number of men to keep the city, ana 
especially if the emgagement has dis- 
abled many of them. There was some 
talk this afternoon of sending out 
troops. from San Francisco to aid in 
this work, but this has not yet taken 
shape, so far as can be learned, and 
‘'t is likelv that the denartment wt?! 
wait to hear from Commodore Dewey 
himself before taking any action. It 


may be, and, in fact, it is expected, 
that by a combination with the insur- 
gents, he will succeedin having his 
mien relfeved of the task of garris 
Manila. 


FUTURE OF THE ISLANDS. 

As to the future of .the islands, it 
is likely that the government will re- 
tain possession of at least one ;zood 
port, such as Manila, for a coaling sta- 
tion and base.of supplies during the 
remainder.of the war. There was un- 
derstood to be a considerable force in 


the Philippines, and a large number 
of natives are said tobe “loyal,”” mean- 
ing. in that sense, attached to the 


Spanish fortunes. With this materia] 
on one hand, and the insurgents on the 
other, the latter stimulated by the over- 
throw of the Spanish at Manila, it is 
probable that civil war may rage on 
the island for some time outside of 
Manila proper. 

It is believed the officials have not 
decided what to do With the islands at 
the end of the war, but in their pos- 
session the United States will enjoy a 


powerful weapon in enforcing terms 
of peace with Spain. Suppesing Porto 
Rico shall next be seized, it would 


seem that Spain will have little to en- 
courage her in further resistance, par- 
ticularly as the fall of Porto Rico 
would mean the loss to her of her tron- 
clad fleet, should it cross the Atlantic. 
EUROPEAN INTERVENTION, 

There is no talk yet of European in- 
tervention, but one of the mest bene- 
ficial results of Dewey’s victory yes- 
terday is that a deep impression has 
been made upon the European powers, 
who can now no longer afford to Dlind 
themselves to the fact that, man t 


From the stubborn defense made 
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man, the American navy is equal to | 
any in the world. There was no exhi- 
bition, such as was snecringly pre- 
dicted in the Europeon press, of weak- 
ness in the American fleet, caused by 
the fact that it was of heterogene us 


composition. It is safe to say that 
after the battle at Manila the Euro- 
peon powers will conclude that the.

crew, regardless of the nationality or | 
racial descent of the men who man the | 
guns. 

The impression preduced is likely to} 
deter the European powers from hasty | 
intervention, and the present indica- | 
tions are that we shall he left to settle 
our affairs with Spain at our own 
pleasure, providing we do not get in- 
volved in the castern question through 
obtaining possession of the Philippines. 

PROMOTION FOR DEWEY. 

Tt is entirely possible Commodore 
Dewey may secure his promotion to the 
rank of admiral throuch the splendid 
exhibition of pluck, discretion and 
sailor qualities he made in vesterday's 
engagement. The naval law, however, 
does not permit of promotion, except 
by seniority, so that it probably would 
be requisite for Congress to paces a 
fpecial refolution, such as. wes dene in 
the case of Commodore Melvi-e, to 
afford him well-earned prometion. 

OLD GLORY WAVES. 

Four flags were displayed today for 
the first time in many months from 
the staffs of the State, War and Navy 
Pepartment buildings and on the east 
front of the Capitol a huge garrison 
Nag floated, all in honor of the victory 
rof the American flect at Manila ves- 
terday.

Nearly All Classes Except Catholics 
Favor America. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

LONDON, May 2.--[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The question as to whether Brit- 
ish sympathy is really with America.is 
still agitating those who are chiefly 
interested in establishing 2 good un- 
derstanding between the two nations. 
Alfred Harms, who, personally, and 
through his paper, has been doing most 
effective work in this direction, is con- 
vinced that a large majority of the peo- 
ple of the United Kingdom are in sym- 
pathy with America. He bases his con- 
victions on a careful canvass of the 
country, which he has just had com- 
pleted. It shows that Scotland is prac- 
tically solid for America, and that Ire- 
land, except in the north, is hostile to 
America. Of the merchants, shippers 
und buginéss men generally, 30 per cent.

With the burning of the two cruisers, 
Reina Christina and the Castilla, Spain 
has lost two of her best second-rate 
cruisers. 

The Christina was a single-screw, 
bark-rigged ship, 290 feet long, with a 
displacement of 3090 tons. She had a 
total of twenty-one guns, ranging from 
the 6-inch breech-loading Hontoria, 
down to the small machine guns and 
several torpedo tubes. She carried 3:0 
men. 

The ‘crulser Castilla was slightly 
larger than the Reina Christina, hav- 
ing 3310 tons displacement. She had 
fourteen large guns, all breech;loading 
Krupps, and two. torpedo tubes. The 
Don Juan de Austria, which was 
blown up, was another gocd craft of 
the gunboat type. She.was 210 feet 
long, 1152 tons displacement, had nine 
guns end carried 173 men. Aside from 
the crippling of the Spanish naval 
strength, the burning up and the blow- 
ing up of the ships specified entai's an 
actual money loss running into the 
millions.

A fine procession was headed by the 
Civic Guards, twelve abreast, followed

officials and others. Several regiments 
of troops brought up the rear. The 


streets were packed, but there was no 
outward display of sorrow. 

In political circles, however, impor- 
tant developments arc hourly ex- 
pected. Sefior Romero Robledo (leader 
of the Weylerite party,) will inter- 
pellate the government in Congress to- 
morrow on the events at Manila, and 
the Carlists and Republicans will par- 
ticipate in the debate, which is ex- 
‘pected to have important results. 

It is asserted that the burning of the 
Reira Christ'ana was due to American 
petroleum bombs, and that a number 
of thatched huts belonging to natives 
were cet on fire in the same way. 

POL“CE AND HUSSARS RULE.

WHY UNCLE SAM SMILES. 


NEWS FROM MANILA MAKES HIM 
VERY HAPPY. 


Government Officials Express Their 
Satisfaction Over. Commodore 
Dewey’s Victory—It Means the 
Early Ending of the War. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Joy beamed 
on every countenance at the Navy De- 
partment this morning and the officials 
exchanged enthusiastic congratulations 
on Commodore Dewey’s victory, as they 
entered the departments to take up 
their daily tasks. Many of the officers 
,were worn to the verge of nervous 
prostration by the exhausting labors 
of the last few weeks, but all fatigue 
was forgotten for the moment as they 
stopped to talk of the battle of Manila. 

There was anxious inquiry from all 
sources for details of the fight. It was 
realized by the officials that nothing 
can be expected directly from Ccm- 
modcve Dewey, in the usual course, for 
at least two days more. There is, how- 
ever, a possibility, which is magnified 
by expectant minds here into a prob- 
ability, that some information, at least 
more reliable and freer from color than 
that which comes from Madrid, may be 
forthcoming through the British For- 
eign Office. 

While the Spanish government in the 
case of an emergency might take abso- 
lute possession of the cable office at 
Manila, it is not customary to deny 
access to it to the diplomatic and con- 
sular officials of neutral governments. 

The cabled reports that the British 
Consul-General at Manila had a con- 
ference, after the conflict, with Ccem- 
modore Dewey, indicates clearly that 
he is at least in possession of the 
American story of the naval battle, and 
probably has been acquainted with the 
extent of the loss .uffered by the Amer- 
ican ships. : 

It is not doubted that, if the oppor- 
tunity offers, the consular officer will 
com nunicate promptly the facts to his 
home government, and it is just pos- 
Sibie that he has been requested by 
Commodore Dewey to see to it that a 
brief and fair statement of the facts 
is transmitted to the United States gov- 
ernment. 

The conviction is growing in the 
State and Navy departments that the 
accounts which have been received so 
far of the engagement, greatly min- 
imize the achievements of the American 
fleet. A careful reading of the dis- 
patches, even those from. Spanish 


tion that Commodore Dewey has suc- 
ceeded completely in his undertaking, 
and has accomplished everything that 
was expected of him and included in 
his orders. 

It is noticed that in one sentence 
the report speaks of the commodore's 
landing his wounded. This is regarded 
as a significant statement. It is not 
supposed for an instant that the ad- 
miral abandoned his wounded to the 
@aemy, and the only sane inference 
that can be drawn is that he placed 
them in proper shelter on shore, under 
a guard from the United States fleet, 
which is prepared to protect the land- 
ing with the guns of the fleet. 

hus, it appears that Commodore 
Dewey has crushed the Spanish fleet 
the prime object of his expedition, and 
has relieved American commerce in the 
Pacific from the dread of capture, while 
in addition, he has placed his feet on 
Spanish scil and holds-a position ashore 
which may be developed into a base 
cf supplies for his fleet, whizh thus 
will have found a legttimate home. 
BOMBARDMENT A LAST RESORT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—It is said at 
the Navy Department that it is not 
the purpose of Commodore Dewey to 
bembard Manila, except as a last re- 
sort. His plans contemplate the tak- 
ing of the town, but it is not believed 
that anything in the nature of a gen- 
eral bombardment will be necessary to 
accomplish this purpose. 

The news that the Spanish so'diers 
were to meke a stand on the Plaza in- 
dicates that some further resistance 
is likely, but it is believed that this 
can be overcome by a few well-di- 
rected shells from the warships. 

The officials believe from the infor- 
mation so far received through the 
press that the Spanish forts, such as 
they were, have been destroyed by the 
Americen fleet. So far as is known 
here, the only defense of Manila in the 
shape of a fortification that amounts 
to anything, is that of Cavite. 

It was scarcely expected in naval 
circles that Commodore Dewey would 
act with such greet promptness in en- 
tering Manila Harbor. It is believed 
its mouth was too-wide to be com- 
manded by the -inferior ordnance of 
the Spaniards, ond that the water was 
too deep to permit the successful de- 
fense of the entrance to the inner har- 
bor by mines. The’ charis show that 
the harbor entrance is no less than 
five miles across. 

But it is by no means certain that 
mines have not been placed in the 
inner harbor, and it was e plucky un- 
dertaking for Commedore Dewey to 
enter this harbor without spending 
some time in cautious exploration and 
counter-mining. 

Manila hes a popvwlation of 160.000, 
so that prebably it would be very diffi- 
ewlt fer Commodore Dewey to spre 
enough men from his fleet to maintain 
possession of the town, unless he can 
arrang: to secure the support of the 
insurgents, with whom he is under- 
stocd te be in communication. 

No ma‘er what hanvnpens, it is not 
expected that Commedore Dewey will 
bombard the town today, if et all, for 
it is said at the Navy Department 
thet. except in a great emergency, he 
will follow the dictates of international 
law, and give nctice of from twenty- 
four to forty-eight hours. of his in- 
tention to begin a bombardment, in or- 
der that non-combatants may retire 
from danger.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The general 
opinion among prominent members of 
the administration is that the naval 
victory at Manila is not only highly im- 
portant of itself, but that it will have 
a very decided influence among the na- 
tions of Europe, which may ultimately 
result in their united action in forcing 
Spain to an early relinquishment of the 
impacsible task of compelling the 
United States to change its course with 
respect to Cuba. 

The Attorney-General, when ques- 
tioned today, said that, in his judg- 
ment, the Manila victory was the be- 
ginning of the end. A few such defeats 
must convince the Spanish government 
that their case is a hopeless one, and 
that it would be only a matter of a 
few weeks or months, at least, before 
Spain would be anxious to reopen ne- 
gotiations with the United States with 
a view to the complete surrender of her 
sovereignty over Cuba. hinking men, 
he said, the world over, have been con- 
vinced from the first that there could 
be but one issue tothe present struggle. 
Spanish sovereignty in this hemisphere 
must end completely and forever. This 
view, he believed, had been shared by 
the leading members of the Spanish 
government, but they were powerless 
to prevent a conflict, which they will 
knew must result fatally to their cause. 

Secretary Gage held similar views, 
and he was inclined to the opinion that 
Spain might not wait for more crush- 
ing defeats before she set on foot ne- 
gotiations looking to the cessation of 
hostilities. ,There had not been from 
the first, a not be any ques- 

‘on as to the final result of war be- 
cween the two countries. We were so 
far superior to them in what goes to 
make a great nation that it would take 
only a short time to demonstrate to 
the satisfaction of the Spaniards that 
they were completely outclassed. How- 
ever, the initiative probably would be 
taken by a concert of the FEuropean 
powers, but how soon that influence 
would be effectively brought to bear 
upon the Spanish government could not 
be foretold. 

Although the victory of the Philip- 
pines undoubtedly will have the effect 
of releasing at least a part of Commo- 
dore Dewey's fleet, members of the a1- 
ministration are not inclined to discuss 
what action will be taken in that re- 
gard. Whether or not they would be 
sent westward against the Spanish fleet 
at home. or preceed to join our own 
fleet in the Atlantic is not known. It 
is obvious, however, that as soon as the 
islands have been taken complete pos- 
session of by Commodore Dewey, a suf- 
ficient force of United tates troops will 
be sent thither to hold them and to 
exercise proper supervision. 

PRESIDENT’S INSTRUCTIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—It can be 
stated on authority that the President's 
instructions to Commodore Dewey do 
not involve specifically the bombard- 
ment of the city of Manila, but the 
commodore was instructed to do what- 
ever was necessary within the limits of 
civilized warfare, to take possession of 
the island and if a bombardment !s 
necessary to this end, one will take 
place. It is expected, however, that 
our Asiatic sauadron will not bombard 
the city of Manila unless it harbors 
troops, who are operating offensively 
against the United States.

GUNBOAT NASHVILLE MAKES A 
CLEVER CAPTURE. 
Big Spanish Mail Steamer Taken 


Right Under the Nose of a 
Spanish Fleet. 


NINE GUNBOATS TURNED TAIL. 
A SPANISH COLONEL AND STAFF 
TAKEN PRISONER. ’ 
Marblehead and Eagie Will Share 
im the Prize Money — Exciting 


Chase fm Front of Cien- 
fuegos Harbor.

ON BOARD PRESS DISPATCH 
BOAT’ KANAPOKA, with the Block- 
ading Squadron, off Cuba, May 2. 
Wired from Key West.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] To the gunboat Nashville 
belongs the honor of making the most 
important capture yet made by the 
blockading squadron. 

While cruising off the coast of Cuba, 
southeast from Havana, she sighted 
the Spanish mail steamer Argonauta, 
at 2:30 o’clock last Friday afternoon. 
She was making for Cienfuegos, which 
is the principal port on the southern 
side of the island. Since the blockade 
of the morth coast all Spanish: mails 
have been landed there. 

The Nashville at once started for the 
Spaniard, and the Argonauta made a 
desperate effort to reach the harbor 
of Cienfuegos, but the Nashville headed 
her off. and sent a solid shot bounding 
over her bow. so close that her en- 
gines were at once reversed. The re- 
sult of the throwing of her lever over, 
shook the steamer’s whole frame, while 
foam scattered from stem to stern in 
all dtrections. | 

The Marblehead and the Eagle, one 
of the mosquito fleet, recently ar- 
rived, were behind the Nashville when 
the Argonauta was sighted, and they 
stood off shore to prevent the prize 
from escaping to sea. These two boats 
come in on the prize money. 

The Argonauta rounded to in full 
sight of the harbor of Cienfuegos, 
where a number of Spanish gunboats 
watched the chase from behind the 
guns of Fort Los Angeles. When they 
saw that the Argonauta could not 
make the harbor they determined to 
attempt a rescue, 

A Spanish torpedo boat and two gun- 
boats steamed boldly out of the har- 
bor, followed by six other gunboaits, 
and headed for ithe Nashville just as 
she was sending a prize crew aboard 
the Argonauta, ‘ 

The Marblehead and the Eagle 
Steamed in to the Nashville’s assist- 
ance. and the Marblehead Opened fire 
on the advancing Spanish boats, at 
long range, just as the Spanish boats 
began to fire on the Nashville. The 
Spanish gunnery was so poor that it 
excited derision on board our vessels, 
and not one man on them was hit. 

The Marblehead and the Eagle did ef. 
fective work. Their first shots did such 
damage on the three boats in the first 
line that they turned about and went 
back to the other six. Then all nine 
showed their sterns and scurried back 
into the narrow harbor under the guns 
of the forts. 

Twenty-nine prisoners of war were 
taken on the Argonauta, including Col. 
Vinzente de Cartigo of the Third Cay- 
alry, of Principe, and his staff. They 
were taken aboard the Nashville. The 
Spanish mails were also taken and they 
are believed to contain many important 
‘military dispatches. It was found that 
the Argonauta had not enough coal to 
carry her to Key West, so the Marble- 
head took her in tow and slowly 
steamed with her around the island. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

KEY WEST, May 2.—More naval of- 
ficers from the big ships were ashore 
today than at.any time since the fleet 
sailed for Cuban waters.

She was fired 
upon from the shore, but continued the 
thase, ang drove the big steamer along 
the coast toward the Marblehead and 
the Nashville, into which the Spaniard 
almost ran They put a couple of shots 
acrass her bows and she juickly hove 
to and surrendered.

Learning that Spanish soldiers were 
on board, word was given to send them 
to the Nashville immediately as pris- 
oners of war, and this was done. 

Arrangements were then made to 
transfer the passengers and non-com- 
batants to the shore. The women and 
children were placed in the first boat, 
and under the cover of a flag of truce 
were soon bound toward the entrance 
of Cienfuegos. A second crew took the 
other passengers and landed 
about noon. 

The Eagle hoisted a signal conveying 
the intelligence that she had been fired 
upon by Spanish boats coming out of 
the river. The le immediately re- 
turned the fire with her six-pounders 
and held her ground until the Marble- 
head came up. Both vessels then fired 
broadside after broadside up the en- 
trance to the river. The boats coming 
down were two torpedo boats and one 
torpedo-boat destroyer. After twenty 
minutes’ firing by the Eagle, the last 
two of which were participated in by 
the Marblehead, the Spanish boats 
ceased firing. It is considered a cer- 
tainty that they were damaged. 

The Nashville brought in the prison- 
ers of war tonight and the Marblehead 
is convoying the prisoner, which, with 
her convoy, is expected to arrive late 
tonight or early in the morning. 

The report that Yglesias, the sus- 
pected sailor of the Puritan, had been 
court-martialed and sentenced to be 
shot, is an invention. This is stated 
on the authority of a high officer of the 
ship, who gave the information to an 
Associated Press correspondent this 
evening. According to the officer, a 
full investigation was made and no 
evidence of criminality was found. 

Yglesias was seen near the magazine, 
but he made no overt attempt. He had, 
however, made indirect threats against 
the ship, and the crew were much in- 
censed against him. For this reason it 
has been decided upon to put him 
ashore tomorrow, advising him to sail 
on the steamer leaving for the north. 


PESSIMISTIC REPORT. 


British Attache Tells of Gloomy 
Conditions at Madrid. ’ 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, May 2.—A dispatch to 
the World from London says that H. W. 
Harrison, commercial attaché of the 
British at Madrid, reports to the For- 
eign Office: : 

“Statistics for the trade of Spain 
show that the year 1897 has been no 
more fortunate than the preceding one. 
Trade is depressed by present difficul- 
ties, and dread of the future. Manu- 
facturers, merchants, workmen, all suf- 
fer directly from the troubles of their 
country, and the accumulation of mis- 
fortunes exercises ,its Watural influence 
on commerce. 

“In spite of the change of government 
during last autumn, financial and trade 
questions remained unaltered, and the 
position has been aggravated daily by 
the fact that resources cbhtained under 
such difficulties are being rapidiy ex- 
tended. 

“The rise of exchange of foreign coun- 
tries, the crisis in agriculture, the heavy 
taxes and high duties imposed by the 
tariff now in ferce, have Cecrcased im- 
ports and tend to I'mit them to abso- 
lute- necessities and articles that can- 
not be produced cheaply at home. 

“Exports, although they have recov- 
ered during recent years from the loss 
suffered after the renunciation of the 
commercial treaties, are not reaily as 
beneficial to the producer as they ap- 
pear. The want of capital and the con- 
sequent necessity to sell at once makes 
the manufacturer a ready prey to the 
speculator, who thus gains the greater 
share of the profits. . 

“Great Britain and France hold 
nearly half of the entire commerce of 
Spain. Of the Spanish colonies, Cuba 
has 10 per cent., Porto Rico 4. and the 
Philippines 3.9 per cent. The large im- 
ports from the United States consist 
chiefly of lumber and raw cotton.”

THE BELEAGUERED CITY, 


SPANISH HOLIDAY IN THE CUBAN 
CAPITAL. 


American Warships Drawn Up in 
Line of Battle Before Havana—A 


Portugese Claim for Damages. 
Blianco’s Latest Report. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

HAVANA, April 2.—Today was the 
Spanish national holiday, in commem- 
oration of the victory ninety years ago 
at Madrid over the French, and it 
passed off with considerable enthusi- 
asm. 

The Spanish are confident that “soon 
will occur another glorious deed of 
valor against the stranger, thus per- 
petuating Spanish renown.’’ 

At 4:30 o'clock this afternoon, when 
this dispatch is sent, three American 
warships are in sight off Havana. 

At 6:30 p.m. last Friday evening an 
American ironclad, three smaller ves- 
sels and six boats, evidently intended 
to be used in landing marines, ap- 
peared in front of Herradura Beach, 
on Cabanas Bay. The Spanish guer- 
rillas fired upon them, and the Ameri- 
can ships answered the fire with can- 
non. The guerrilla troops were then re- 
inforced by Spanish regulars. 

The American fleet retired, and 
about two hours afterward moved in 
the direction of Dominica Beach. The 
Spanish troops suffered no losses, and 
nothing is known as to the loss of any 
of the Americans. 

Yesterday morning about 9 o’clock, 
the American squadron began to move 
in front of Havana. From the shore 
the principal vessel seemed to be the 
battleship Iowa. and not the Indiana, 
judging from the tall smokestack and 
the abundant deckwork. 

About 10:30 o’clock in the morning, 
the correspondent saw six vessels 
formed in battle line. and moving to- 
ward Florida.

LONDON, May 2.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]

He remarked, concerning 
Commodore Dewey, who is a personal 
friend of the Ambassador: “It is hard 
to imagine so quiet and amiable a gen- 
tleman controlling a fierce naval bat- 
tle. It is the quiet, gentlemanly Amer- 
ican, however,«who may be depended

The United States naval attaché de- 
clared the result was merely what he 
expected. The hotel bulletins are sur- 
rounded with enthusiastic Americans, 
many of whom display minute flags in 
their buttonholes.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—SENATE.— 
Several war measures were passed by 
the Senate today, and, notwithstanding 
their importance, not one of them elic- 
ited the slightest debate. 

Probably the most important measure 
passed by the Senate was the Emer- 
gency War Deficiency Bill, carrying 
$35,320,945. Not more than ten minutes 
were consumed in passing it, that time 
being occupied in reading the measure, 

Mr. Hawley, chairman of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Conimittee, secured the 
passage of a bill providing for the en- 
listment of a volunteer brigade of en- 
gineers, and of 10000 men in the South, 
who are immune to yellow fever, these 
enlistments to be in addition to those 
provided for in the President’s call for 
125,000 volunteers, The men will enlist 
“for the war.” 

Two other war measures were passed, 
one suspending, for the duration of the 
war, the restrictions placed by existing 
laws upon the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment of the army, in order that sup- 


plies may be purchased without the 
present formalities; and the others 
providing that owners of mining 


claims shall not forfeit them for not 
performing assessment work upon 
them, provided they enlist for the war. 

The war-revenue measure passed by 
the House of Representatives last Fri- 
day was received by the Senate and 
referred to the Finance Committee for 
consideration. 

At the opening of the Senate's ses- 
sion the chaplain offered devout thanks 
for the glorious victory won by Com- 
modore Dewey’s Asiatic squadron. 

Mr. Turpie of Indiana, chairman of 
the Democratic caucus, presented an 
order appointing Mr. Chilton (Dem.) 
of Texas to fill the vacancy om the 
Finance Committee caused by the death 
of Senator Walthall. The order was 
adopted. 

The conference report on the Sundry 
Civil Bill was agreed to, and Messrs. 
Allison, Quay and Gorman were named 
as the Senate conferees. 

The final conference report on the 
Naval Appropriation Bill was agreed to. 

A bill to amend the act to permit the 
use of right-of-way through public 
lands to tramways, canals and reser- 
voirs was passed. 

The resolution presented last Thurs- 
day by Mr. Butler‘of North Carolina, 
declaring that no necessitv existed for 
issuing bonds to provide funds for the 
war and in favor of the levying orf an 
income tax, was laid before the Senate. 
It was referred to the Finance (om- 
mittee. 

The Senate agreed, on motion of Mr. 
Allen, to adjourn from today until 
Wednesday next, and at.1 o’clock went 
into executive session. At 2:30 o’clock 
the doors of the Senate were reopened. 
The Senate took a recess until 3 o’clock 
to await the Emergency ‘War Appro- 
priation Bill. 

When the Senate reconvened at 3 
o’clock, the bill was passed to amend 
the postal laws relating to the use of 
postal cards, so that persons using 
cards may provide them under certain 
restrictions, and mail them by placing 
upon each a one-cent stamp. : 

The Emergency -War Appropriation 
Bill was received by the Senate. and 
Mr. Hale asked that it be laid before 
the Senate and considered at once. 

The measure was read at length and 
passed without a word of debate. 

The Senate then, at 4 o'clock, under 
the order previously made, adjourned 
until Wednesday.

‘The Cuban expedition paragraph in- 
cludes $42,000 for “unforeseen contin- 
gent expenses which involve the im- 
mediate expenditure for purposes of 
imperative urgency;"’ $23,225 for a port- 
able electric outfit, and $13,095 for en- 
trenching tools. 

The largest item under any head is 
$10,000,000 for clothing, camp and gar- 
rison equipment. The other big items 
were published with estimates. 

To the estimates as originally sub- 
mitted by the War Department, the 
committee added $100,000 for pay for 
miscefM@neous purposes in the naval 
establishment. The bill makes all of 
the items available January 1, 
1899. The item of $750,009 for incidental 
expenses includes interpreters, spies or 
guides for the army, for the apprehen- 
sion of deserters, and limits payment 
to army officers or citizens for such 
service and expenses to $10 each, and 
donates $5 to each dishonorably dis- 
charged prisoner or relesse from con- 
finement under court-mortial sentence 
involving dishonorable discharge; for 
planting torpedoes now in all prin- 
cipal harbors, $3,000,000, for the pur- 
chase of additional torpedo materials, 
$50.000. 

The incidental expens:s include ex- 
presses to and from frontier posts, and 
armies in the fleld, «f escorts of dis- 
bursing officers. and to treins for which 
military escorts cannot be furnished. 

For the transportation of the army 
and its supplies $6,000,000 is approprt- 
ated, and payment to land grant rail- 
roads which have not received aid in 
government bonds, is limited to 50 per 
cent. of the full amount of service. 

The fortification feature of the bill 
includes $540.000 for procuring three 
field cenon; $510,000, fcr siege guns, 
carringes, ammunition and machinery.

EXPENSES OF THE WAR. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Mr. Ding- 
ley of Maine called attention to the 
probable expense of the war, and the 
necessity for extraordinary revenue. 
He said the $50,000,000 for defenses had 
been expended. The bill carried $30,- 
000,000, and the expenditures made nec- 
essary by reason of the war would 
probably amount very soon to $100, - 
000,000, because of the fortification ap- 
propriations. 

The bill was then passed without di- 
vision. 

Mr. Lacey of Iowa presented the re- 
port of the General Alaska Bill, ex- 
tending the homestead laws to, and 
granting railroads rights-of-way in the 
Territory. Mr. Loud presented a point 
of order pending an explanation of the 
measure, as involving new legislation. 

The conference measure carried, 
among other important prcvisions, one 
for the creation of a commission to 
consider the North Atlantic fishery 
question, and another to promote a 
reciprocity treaty between the United 
States and Canada. 

Mr. Dingléy protested against the 
feature of the report for creating a 
commission to consider the North At- 
lantic fishery question. He believed 
the appropriation had exceeded the in- 
corporating resolution, and, moreover, 
the appropriation in itself was not 
such as to command such support. 

Mr. Moody of Massachusetts spoke 
and concluded by making a point of 
order against the amendment that it 
was beyond the jurisdiction of the con- 
ferees as being beyond their duties. 

Mr. Shafroth of Colorado spoke 
support of the conference report. 

Speaker Reed sustained the point of 
order made by Mr. Moody, and the re- 
port was declared rejected, and an- 
other conference asked by Messrs. 
Lacey, Shafroth and Ellis, as House 
conferees. 

Mr. Boutelle of the Conference Ccom- 
mittee on the Naval Bill, presented a 
resolution for a further conference 
with the Senate in an agreement 
whereby the amendment providing fcr 
the compensation of naval officers fer 
governmental use of their inventicns 
had been stricken out. It was this 
amendment to which the Hovse «!- 
jected on Saturday, and, it having 
been eliminated, the bill and confer- 
ence renort were accepted. 

The hill to increase the number of 
surgeons in the army was passed. 

Mr. Loud of California called up'a 
resolution providing for the creation 
of a Congressional commission to 
make an exhaustive examination into 
the postal service. In support of the 
resolution Mr. Loud and Mr. Fleming 
of Georgia said frequent statements 
had been made in Congress and the 
press suggesting abuses that had 
grown up in the service, and the field 
was apparently one inviting investiga- 
tion. The resolution was passed. 

At 4:35 o’clock the House adjourned.

When I caught a dastardly 
dvramiter or ruffianly assassin, who 
stabbed unarmed men or violated 
women. once his guilt was made clear, 
I ordered him to be shot. If that be 
cruelty, certainly I was cruel, and J 
am prepared to become so again. . 

“T never pardoned a singte dynamiter 
or assassin in Cuba. All were shot. I 
am old-fashioned enough to think my- 
self merciful. I was rigorous, just and 
resolute. I had a problem to solve by 
the rules of: military science. I have 
earned hatred and provokefl the curses 
of the sworn enemies of Spain, but 
it will never cause a bad night’s sleep. 

“I did not criginate the scheme of 
reconcentration. If it were mine, I 
would avoid it. The scheme was the 
upshot of war, growth of abnormal 
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conditions, rather than a deliberate |

aboard when the Christiana burst into 
flames. Confusion reigned throughout 
the Spanish fleet. 

On every vessel the decks were slip- 
pery with blood and the air was filled 
with the shrieks and groans of the 
The Spaniards and native 
sailors rushed about in a frenzy of rage, 
rather than terror. 

The Americans, seemingly calm and 
cool, still in good order, pressed their 
advantage. In fact, they pushed on too 
closely, for they now began to lose as 
the fire from the Cavite batteries be- 
came effective. 

At this juncture the Don Juan de 
Austria became the center of interest. 
She had been in the very front of bat- 
tle, and had received perhaps more 
American shots than any other. 

Admiral Montejo, on the burning of 
the Cuba, threw up his arms with a 
gesture @f despair as a heavy roar 
came from the Austria, and part of 
her deck flew up in the air, taking with 
it scores of dead and dying and man- 
gled. A shot had set off one of the 
magazines. She was sinking. But the 
crew refused to leave her. Weeping, 
cursing, praying, firing madly and 
blindly, they went down with her. 

As the Don Juan went down, the 
Castilla burst into flames. The re- 
mainder of the Spanish fleet now 
turned and fied down the isle behind 
Cavite. 

Several gunboats were run ashore, 

others fled up a small creek and 
grounded. The guns of Cavite kept on 
thundering, and the Americans, press- 
ing their advantage no further, drew 
off. As they steamed away toward 
the waiting transports, the Spaniards 
went wild with joy. They thought 
that, in spite of outward appearances, 
the American fleet was crippled, and 
that as it would be unable to escape 
from the harbor, it would fall into 
their hands. 
* Soon the American fleet, decks again 
cleared, and with fresh supplies of am- 
munition, was steaming back toward 
Cavite. 

The second engagement was short. 
The last Spanish ship soon grounded 
or sunk. The American guns trained 
on Cavite. and one ship after another 
steamed along pouring in a deadly fire. 
At 11:30 o’clock the batteries of Cavite 
ceased to answer, and the American 
fleet, with ringing cheers from the ex- 
hausted but triumphant crews, steamed 
jubilantly back to the transport ships. 

The remainder of Sunday was spent 
by the Americans making repairs, in 
looking to dead and wounded, sind 
planning for events. 

The next day, shortly after daybreak, 
this (Monday)_ morning, the American 
fleet steamed down the bav as if to 
depart. But soon from Manila it could 
be seen forming in line of battle for 
the reduction of the fort on Corregidor 
Island. 

Evidently the daring Dewey was also 
the cautious Dewey. He resolved to 
clear a way for exit should any remate 
and highly improbable mischance make 
it necessary for him to depart, or send 
away a dispatch boat. 

Not the leas§ admirable feature of 
the exceedingly’ well-planned attack, 
was the astonishing acquaintance the 
American navigating officers displayed 
with the waters of the bay. They never 
seemed to be in the least danger of 
running their vessels into shallows, 


and sometimes elaborate. 

NOTICE OF BOMBARDMENT. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, May 3.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] An unfounded dispatch 
sent to the Sun from Manila Monday 
morning before the breaking down of 
the cable, says: ‘““‘When informed of the 
refusal of the captain-general to sur- 
render the city, Dewey notified the 
Governor that he would give him 
twenty-four hours to clear out, after ex- 
piration of which time he would bom- 
bard the city. This notice will expire 
at 11:30 o’clock tomorrow (Tuesday) 
morning. I have not yet been able to 
learn the loss of the Americans, but 
their fleet appears to be as fit as ever.” 
GERMAN CORROBORATION. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TYMES.} 
NEW YORK, May 3.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A special to the Journal 
from Berlin says the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs has just received a long 
cablegram from Dr. Krueger, the Ger- 
man Consul at Manila, which comprises 
his official report of the battle. The 
report decribes in elaborate details the 
engagement, which is depicted as hav- 
ing been short and decisive, and result- 
ing in the total destruction of the 
Spanish fleet and a loss of more than 
four hundred Spaniards. According to 
his statement only slight damage was 
done the American vessels, and few 
Americans were injured. Most of the 
naval authorities here regard Dewey’s 
feat as a great event in the nineteenth 

century. 


ENGLAND STAGGERED. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, May 3.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] A special to the World 
from London says England has been 
staggered by Dewey’s . overwhelming 
victory. Lord Charles Beresford said 
tonight: “It was a brilliant stroke. 
Dewey is an able officer. He brought 
his coals and workshops with him. 
He thought out and planned the whole 
affair with consummate skill and fore- 
sight. Dewey's strategy was thor- 
oughly good. It was business from 
start to finish.”

DETAILS OF THE BATTLE, 


OFFICIAL REPORT CABLED BY THE 
BRITISH CONSUL. 


Engagement Lasted Two Hours and 
Resulted in Annihilation of the 
Spanish Fleet—Dewey’s Demand 
for Spanish Surrender. 


LONDON, May 2.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Details of the battle off Manila 
have been received at the British 
Colonial Office. They came in two ca- 
ble messages, received yesterday eten- 
ing, the substance of which has been 
furnished to the Associated Press by 
the officials of the Colonial Office today. 

The first cable dispatch announces 
that the American fleet entered Manila 
Harbor at daybreak yesterday, station- 
ing itself opposite the city. A fort 
opened fire on the American’ ships, 
whereupon they shifted their position 
to one near Cavite, in Manila Bay, en- 
gaging in a fierce fight against both the 
forts and the Spanish fleet. 

The engagement here lasted two 
hours and resulted in the annihilation 
of the Spanish fleet. This dispatch 
adds that the American. ships with- 
drew to their magazine vessel, in the 
center of the roadstead for the pur- 
pose of coaling. One American vessel, 
the name of which is not mentioned, is 
believed to have been disabled. 

Commodore Dewey requested’ the 
British Consul, E. H. Rawson-Walker, 
to convey a message to the Spanish 
Governor-General, demanding the sur- 
render of all the torpedoes and guns 
at Manila and the possession of the 
cable offices, saying that unless these 
were complied with he would proceed 
to bombard the city. 

The first of the cable messages ends 
with the statement that the Spanish 
officials were conferring with the Brit- 
ish Consul and the telegraph company’s 
agent, and that, pending a decision be- 
ing arrived at, the cables were not per- 
mitted to handle messages. 

The second cable dispatch received by 
the Colonial Office announced that the 
Spanish Governor-General had refused 
to surrender the torpedoes, guns and 
cable offices, and that he had prevented 
the agent of the telegraph company 
from conferring with Commodore 
Dewey. 

The message ends with the statement 
that the British Governor of the Straits 
settlement expected that the bombard- 
ment of Manila would begin on Monday 
morning, when the Spaniards would cut 
the cable. 

The first of these cable messages was 
received at 9 o'clock Sunday evening 
and the second was received at mid- 
night. They have not yet been given 
to the newspapers here. 

No other messages on the subject 
have been received in London, although 
the Foreign Office expects news from 
the British Consul at Manila. There- 
fore, it is supposed that the expecta- 
tion of the Governor of the Straits Set- 
tlement has been fulfilled and that the 
Spantards have cut the cable. 

The officials here gathered from the 
fact that Commodore Dewey’s demands 
at Manila are limited to the guns, tor- 
pedoes and cable, that he does not con- 
sider he has a force sufficient to land 
and occupy the town. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 2.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from London says: 

“Commodore Dewey’s squadron, leav- 
ing Subig Bay, a few miles from Ma- 
nila, about 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon 
proceeded toward Manila. Under the 
cover of darkness he entered the har- 
bor of Manila, the batteries there an- 
nouncing his arrival. 

“Both of the fleets lined up for bat- 
tle about daybreak, about 5 o’clock 
Sunday morning. The guns of the 
American warships began firing:on the 
fortress of Cavite and the arsenal of 
Manila. 

“Under the protection of the guns of 
these fortifications, the Spanish war- 
ships opened fire on the American 
fleet. For several hours the harbor re- 
sounded with the roar of guns, the 
crashing of steel and timbers, the 
shrieks and groans of the wounded. 
Thick clouds of smoke at times al- 
most obscured the opposing fleets from 
each other. 

“A well-directed shot reached the 
iron cruiser Don Juan de Austria, a 
vessel of 1100 tons. A terrific explosion 
followed and the ship was blown up. 

“ll the time during the first en- 
gagement the American ships were 
under way. their maneuvering being in- 
tended to render the marksmanship of 
the Spanish gunners less effective. 

“The American squadron. about 9 
o'clock. drew off to the west side of 
the bay, and took refuge behind some 
foreign shipping. The ships had evi- 
dently suffered considerable damage. 
After some hasty repairs, they  ,re- 
turned to the conflict. 

“During this engagement the guns of 
the Cavite maintained a steadier and 
stronger fire unon Commodore Dewey’s 
ships than in ‘the first encounter, but 
the American guns were being used 
with telling effect. 

“As the smoke lifted, ft was seen 
that the flagship Reina Christiana was 
on fire. The vessel was completely 
burned. In the interval between the 
two engagements, Commodore Montejo 
moved his flag from the Reina Chrise 
tiana to the smaller cruiser Isla de 
Cuba. To the fact that ne made this 
change he doubtless owes his life. 

“The cruiser Castilla, next to the 
flagship, the largest and most power- 
ful of the Spanish squadron, was also 
burned. The crulser Don Antonio de 
Ulloa and the Mindanao were also 
badly damaged in this encounter. 

“That the American squadron re- 
ceived severe damage in the engage- 
ment cannot be doubted. Earlv reports 
had it that five of Commodore Dewey’s 
ships had been sunk. Later advices 
from Madrid put the number at two. 
There were undoubtedly heavy losses 
in men,.on both sides. One apparently 
trustworthy report states that the 
Spanish had 200 killed and 400 wounded. 
Trustworthy degails of the American 
loss of life will hardly be obtainable 
until Commodore Dewey has taken 
Manila. or has sent @ vessel with dis- 
patches to Hongkong.” 

FOUR HOURS’ FIGHTING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

LONDON, May 3.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Times, describing 
the engagement at Manila, says: “The 
Olympia, Boston, Raleigh, Concord, 
Petrel and Monocacy entered the bay 
under cover of darkness by the 
smaller and safer Bocachica channel. 

The forts of Corregidor Island gave 
the alarm by firing on the intruders, 
but they seem to have inflicted no se- 
rious damage. The American squad- 
ron moved up the bay, and at 3 o’clock 
in the morning appeared before Cavite. 
Here, lying under the shelter of the 
forts. was the Spanish squadron. 

“Admiral Montejo, a few days be- 
fore. went to Subig Bay to look for 
the enemy, but learning that thsy 
were vastly superior in force, had 
prudently returned and placed his ships 
under the protection of the forts. This 
was his only chance of meeting the 
enemy on something like equal terms 
and it did not suffice. 

“Soon the Americans opened fire. 
The Spaniards replied vigorously, und 
the combat continued without inter- 
ruption for four hours. during which 


the Don Antonio de Ulloa was sunk, 
the Castilla and Mindanao were set, 


on fire and the Reina’ Maria Christiana 
and the Don Juan de Austria were se- 
riously damaged. 

“One or two of the smaller craft 
were scuttled by their crews to escape 
capture. The others took refuge in a 
small neighboring creek, emptying into 
Baker Bay, where, presumably, the 
American ships were unable to follow 
them. But none surrendered.” 

AMERICAN GENEROSITY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

LONDON, May 3.—The Daily Mail, in 
an editorial this morning on the en- 
gagement at Manila, says: “It was, in 
Nelson’s words, ‘not victory, but an- 
nihiliation.’ and it proved Commodore 
Dewey a worthy disciple of the heroic 
Farragut. It is characteristio of the 
American race to be generou’s to the 
weak. and as the President is averse 
to useless bloodshed, he will doubtless 
meet Spain, whose honor is now saved, 
in a generous spirit.” 

AMMUNITION AND COAL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Naval bu- 
reau chiefs. who have charge of equip- 
ping the fleets with ammunition and 
coal, say that Commodore Dewey's en- 
gagement of yesterday does not de- 
plete his stock of projectiles, powder, 
coal, and other necessary supplies, to 
any serious extent, and that he has 
ample supplies of thi& character to 
carry on such operations as may be 
necessary. 

The Bureau of Equipment looks after 
the coal supply of the ships. It is 
known that the ships had full coal 
bunkers when they left Hongkong, and, 
speaking generally, it is said that no 
matter how great the consumption of 
fuel has been. much more than one- 
half remains. This will give an ample 
supply for many days, even weeks. 

As to ammunition, the same copfi- 
dent feeling is entertained by officfals 
of the Bureau of Ordnance. No mat- 
ter how great was the fire of the 
American ships, it is said that the 
stock of ammunition is ample. The 
Asiatic squadron had a good supply of 
ammunition in the first place. Then 
the cruiser Baltimore carried an addi- 
‘tionally large stock of projectiles anda 
powder about six weeks ago. The wis- 
dom of this precautionary step by the 
Navy: Department is fully appreciated, 
as tthe extra supply of ammunition 
gives Commodore Dewey a reserve of 
powder and shot which makes him 
safe against any contingency. 

BRITISH COMMENT. 
New Element of Discord to the Far 
East Scramble. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

LONDON, May 2.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The afternoon newspapers today 
comment at length upon the victory of 
the United States fleet at Manila. The 
Pall Mall Gazette says: 

“The earlier reports indicated that 
the Spanish fleet had been, to put it 
roundly, smashed, and the later infor- 
mation this morning places it even be- 
aoe the possibility of a Spanish de- 
nial.”’ 

The newspapers all discuss the ulti- 
mate fate of the Philippine Islands as 
a question in which the European pow- 
ers are vitally interested, and they 
agree in saying that another element 
of discord has been introduced in the 
“Far East scramble.”’ 

The Evening Standard, commenting 
on the American victory, says: 

“Every one will hope this prompt and 
decisive blow to the Spanish forces will 
lead to an early termination of hostilj- 
ties, a hope which has been encouraged 
by the remarka’ble language of Sefior 
Silvela in the Cortes, when he declared 
the Cuban problem is reduced to a ques- 
tion of honor for Spanish arms.” 

IRISH CONGRATULATIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, May 2.—The Parnellite 
members of Parliament have sent the 
following dispatch to the President of 
the United States:

BRITISH WARSHIP EN ROUTE.

LONDON, May 2.—In the House of 
Commons today A. J. Balfour, the gov- 
ernment leader and First Lord of the 
Treasury, answering a question on the 
subject, said the government had re- 
ceived information pointing to a serious 
battle at Manila, and the destruction of 
a portion of the Spanish fleet. He added 
that a British warship was on her way 
there, explaining that anything the 
government can do to preserve British 
lives and interests will be done. 


ENTHUSIASTIC PRAISE. 


Admiral Brown Speaks in High 
Terms of Commodore Dewey. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 2.—Admiral 
George Brown speaks in the most en- 
thusiastic terms of Commodore Dewey. 

“Why, said the admiral today, “I 
may say that I brought him up. I 
have known him since he entered the 
Naval Academy in 1854 or 1855. What 
a chance he has! But he will be equal 
to it. The fight at Manila was his Tra- 
falgar. More fortunate than Nelson 
he will live to enjoy the honor he has 
won. 

“The moral effect of this victory in 
Europe is almost incalculable. The de- 
moralization to Spain cannot be com- 
puted. I do not think Blanco can now 
hold out a month in Cuba. 

“T would have been greatly chagrined 
had Dewey not acomplished everything 
he was sent to do. With fine ships, 
with splendid officers, with as good 
fighting sailors as there are, and with 
fine guns, it was a foregone conclusion 
that Dewey would win.” 


BULLY BOYS. 


Flying Squadron Sends Congratula- 
tions to Heroes of Manila. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ON BOARD FLAGSHIP BROOK- 
LYN, off Fortress Monroe, Va., May 2. 
—Before the newspaper boy brought 
the special editions with news of the 
battle of Manila on board this morn- 
ing, those who slept until 8 o’clock 
were awakened by the sharp reports of 
guns. With the exception of morning 
and evening guns, always expected, 
any explosion creates excitement now, 
and this was the case today until it 
was learned that the Scorpion, which 
has joined the squadron, was firing a 
salute. The salute was returned, and 
then came the newspapers containing 
the Associated Press dispatches of 
Dewey's victory. From stoker to com- 
modore, every man in the squadron 
knew of the victory within an hour, 
and there was the greatest excitement. 
Officers and men went at the routine 
work with enthusiasm. Knots of those 
off duty discussed the meager details, 
and nearly everybody said: ‘I told 
you so.” 

Commodore Schley refused to dis- 
cuss the matter except to say: “It is 
what was to he expected from Dewey.” 

None of the officers on the squadron 
put any faith in the alleged movement 
to Porto Rico of the Spanish squadron 
from the Cane Verde Islands. They 
say it would be a fatal step for Spain, 
and that the Spaniards have too much 
sense to move far from their own 
coast. Some fear is expressed, how- 
ever, that the fleet may try to inter- 
cept the Oregon and Marieta, but it is 
also argued that if they do they will 
have a hard fight, no matter how 
strong they may be in numbers. 

As the more definite news of Dewey's 
success was received, thera was great 


jubilation. The Brooklyn was the first | 


ship to carry Commodore Dewey's flag, 
and through the Associated Press these 
messages were sent: 

“To Dewey: The Brooklyn, which 
ree flew your flag, glories in your vic- 
ory. 
[Signed] “OFFICERS AND CREW.” 

“To Dewey: The flying squadron 
Says to the Asiatic squadron: Bully 
boys. Congratulations. 

[Signed] “SCHLEY.” 

It was with great difficulty that the 
men could be restrained from outbursts 
of enthusiasm when the bulletins of 
the Associated Press were posted for- 
ward, and Commodore Schley said that 
if the official news was as good as the 
Associated Press he would let the men 
yell themselves hoarse. 

The Bancroft arrived at 10 o’clock on 
her way to Key West. She will be 
joined here by her commander, Rich- 


ard Clover. 

Commodore Schley today withdrew 
his order for a night patrol of small 
steam cutters, and assigned the Scor- 
pion, under Commander Marix, to that 
duty.

News of Dewey’s Brilliant Victory 
Doubted in Berlin. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
BERLIN, May 2.—([By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The news of the brilliant vic- 
tory of the United States fleet at Ma- 
nila was received here, except in gov- 
ernment circles, with general incre- 
dulity, although the Foreign Office was 
full of the news on Sunday evening, 
and promptly notified the embassies. 
The newspapers either did not publish 
the news, or, if they published it, 
they expressed doubts as to its relia- 
bility. They said it was ‘derived 
mostly from American sources,’ and 
doubtless had been ‘grossly exagger- 

ated, or was baseless.’’ 
WILL NOT INTERFERE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, May 2.—A dispatch to 
the World from Berlin says that the 
German government has not notified 
the government at Washington that 
it “would not tolerate the bombard- 
ment of Manlia,’”” as Madrid has re- 
ported. It has sent no protest or any- 
thing of the kind. The Foreign Office 
has merely pointed out in the friend- 
liest manner that larger foreign, and 
especially German, interests are at 
stake than Spanish, and that these 
interests would suffer by bombard- 
ment. The dispatch of the German 
man-of+war Irene to the Philippines 
wes ordered at the request of the 
German traders there, who expressed 
apprehension. that in case of a revolu- 
tion the Spanish authorities might not 
be able to protect them. Vice-Ad- 
miral Diedrichs, commanding the 
eastern Asiatic squadron, has received 
full authority to dispatch, if he deems 
it necessary, another boat to the 
Philfppines. But all this has nothing 
to do with Germany's neutrality. 


EROUS WITH HER SHIPS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT] 


LONDON. May 3.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Standard says: “The 
German warship Kormorant, (third- 
class cruiser.) left Kiaochau yesterday 
(Sunday) for Manila. This. with the 
Irene (second-class cruiser.) now en 
route to Manila from Nagasaki, Japan. 
will make three warships of Germany 
in the Philippines. According to the 
latest official staitistics, there are only 
about 100 Germans in Manila.” 


JAPAN’S NEUTRALITY. 


American Ships May Still Coal in 
Japanese Ports. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, May 2.—It turns 
out that while Japan has given notice 
that she will declare neutrality, a de- 
cree of neutrality is not yet actually 
issued, so that Yokohama and other 
advantageous ports of Japan continue 
to be open to the American fleet. This 
is looked upon by the authorities here 
as an evidence of the friendly dispo- 
sition of Japan toward the United 
States. It leaves both the ports of 

China and Japan open to our ships. 

When the Japanese decree of neu- 
trality is issued there is a strong hope, 
based on reliable information, that it 
will contain what is known as a “‘hos- 
pitable coal clause.”” This would af- 
ford ample facilities to warships to 
lay in necessary coal supplies at Japa- 
nese ports, to carry them to the next 
home port. While the privilege could 
be enjoved by Spain, as well as the 
United States, yet the effect would be 
of distinct advantage to the United 
States, as it is in Asiatic waters that 
the United States most needs hospit- 
able ports for coaling.

THE DIPLOMATIC VIEW. 


No Step Toward European Interven- 
tion Probable. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May 2.—Leading 
diplomats say no step toward European 
intervention is likely to be hastened 
by this disaster to Spain. It is looked 
upon simply as a War reverse, which 
cannot’ be turned into political channels 

by Spanish appeals to the powers. 

This is the view alike in British, 
French and German quarters. It was 
rather expected from the British, but 
it is none the less apparent among the 
French and German officials, who re- 
gard the time for mediation or inter- 
vention as past. 

One of the members of the diplomatic 
corps said grave fears were entertained 
of the effect of the reverse at Madrid. 
The government there: is threatened 
on two sides. one the Carlists, the 
other the Republicans. The humilia- 
tion over the defeat naturally will find 
expression against the Sagasta régime 
and the throne itself. 

Whether the authorities have heen 
able’ to resist popular indignation is 
much doubted by those conversant with 
affairs at Madrid. Today’s cable ad- 


vices that martial law may be pro- 
claimed bore out the views of diplo- 
mats as to the gravity of affairs. 

Ore of the naval aides to an embassy 
here said the battle at Manila  dis- 
closed the inadequate preparation 
made by Spain, and gave good reasons 
for popular resentment at Madrid. He 
said it was now made plain that the 
quiet and constant preparations car- 
rted on bv the United States were for 
a& go00d purpose, and had worked vital 
results. 

He pointed out that within eight days 
of the issuance of the declaration of 
war, tthe American fleet had sailed 760 
miles and had struck a decisive blow. 
This. at the outset of a campaign. was 
of double importance, as it carried en- 
thusiasm to the victors and brought 
confusion and demoralization to the 
ranks of the Spanish forces in all 
guarters. This naval attaché expressed 
surprise that the Spanish defense at 
Mantla had divided into two parte. firs? 
the engagement of the ships and see. 
ond the defense of the city. 

Until the city was taken. he said, 
the real results of the operations could 
not be determined. as Commodore 
Dewey's fleet had not yet passed the 
danger line. in that its coal was re. 
duced and its ammunition depleted by 
the engagement of yesterday. He says, 
also. that the weakness of the Spanish 
in the Philippines donbttess was an 
indication of the same weaknes« in 
Cuba and Porto Rico. The Spanish 
authorities. he pointed owt, had failed 
to send abundance of coal to Cuba 
Porto Rico. and elsewhere and now 
their reverses were a natural result 
of their own itmprovidence. 


NEEDW’T BOMBARD wa NILA, 


Just Shella to Set Wood and Ramboo 
Houses on Fire. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
LONDON, May 3.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says: 
“It is suggested that the half-breeds 
at the Manila arsenal, who are rebels 
at heart. cut the cables connecting 
with the submarine mines, and thus 
enabled Commodore Dewey to force the 

harbor in safety. 

“No real bombardment will be nee- 
essaty to destroy Manila, if the shells 
are of such a description as will set 
houses on fire, the bulk of Which there 
are of wood and bamboo. The only 
public buildings are built of. stone 
While the brick-built old town is in- 
capable of resisting artillery. 

“Capt. Cadarzo, of the cruiser Reina 
Maria Christiana, who was killed on 
the bridge of his vessel, was one of the 
most brilliant officers in the Spanish 
navy. His ship was a model of order 
and efficiency. He read and wrote a 
great deal, especially with reference to 
naval and colonial matters, and he 
was so outspoken that he often came 
into collision with the authorities. ; 

It appeared that Admiral Montejo 
was taken altogether by surprise, and 
the Spanish authorities generally were 
in a state of utter unreadiness. The 
forts were not completed, the harbor 
was not mined, there were no search- 
lights, and the American squadron 
was only sighted after it. had already 
passed the outer and principal forts. 

On every side in England is heard 
praise of the skill and daring displayed 
by Commodore Dewey, in a situation 
Where, if anything miscarried, he 
would have been caught in a most des- 
perate position. At the same time 
credit is given Admiral Montejo, who 
had a wretched fleet and stood no 
chance except from the assistance he 
might have received from the forts, 

“The American vessels, however, by 
moving to and fro, were easily able to 
avoid the badly-directed fire from the 
forts, and, looking to all the circum- 
stances, it is apparent that the Ameri- 


fleet could have 
received but 


victory is incalculable, and, although 
it is practicaly certain that Spain will 
not yield until she has tried conclusions 
in the Atlantic, and also where she 
hoped for butter luck with her really 
first-class fighting Squadron, it is be- 
lieved that similar victory in Cuban 
waters would produce signs of revolu- 
tion in Spain, compelling an endeavor 
to come to terms.” 


The Times says: “The measures ad- 
vised by the United States naval strat- 
egic board seem well conceived to meet 
any possible emergency. The sending 
of three German men-of-war to the 
Philippines is much criticised.” 


FATALITIES IN TEXAS. 


Sunday’s Cyclone Nearly Destroyed 
the Town of Mobeeti. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WICHITA (Kan.,) May 2.—A special 
to the Beacon from Canadian, Tex., 
says the town of Mobeeti, Tex.; was al- 
most totally destroyed by a cyclone 

at 2:10 o’clock Sunday morning. 

John Stocker, Mrs. R. Wright, Mrs. 
Rufus Kitchen and baby Matterson 
were killed. 

Mrs. Exum, baby Palmer and Mrs. 
Anderson were fatally injured. Fifteen 
were painfully injured.

The 
town is the county seat of Wheeler 
county, has a population of 200 and is 
thirty miles inland from Canadian. 

LIVES LOST ON THE RIVER.

impression throughout Europe. It has 
given to the world an effective ob- 
ject lesson as to the efficiency of 
seamen. 
The terrible execution done by 
Commodore Dewey's guns is a high 
tribute to the skill and accuracy of 
the American gunners. It has shown 
once more that in fighting qualities 
the Yankee seaman has no superior. 
To say that the crushing defeat of 
the Spanish fleet at Manila will end 
the war, would be to say more than 
the facts will warrant at the pregent 
time.. But it will tend to shorten the 
war very materially. It has served 


_to show to Spain; and to the world, 


how utterly futile it is for the Span- 
iards to oppose the American arms. 
The outcome of the war is demon- 
strated to be a foregone conclusion, 
and it is not improbable that’ the 
European powers’ will in the near 
future bring strong pressure to bear 
upon Spain to induce her to accept 
the American demands as the best 
way out of her dilemma. 

The probabilities that the war 
will not be a long one have been 
greatly strengthened by Commodore 
Dewey's brilliant victory. An ad- 
vance upon Cuba will probably be 
made this week. The result of such 
a movement is in nowise doubtful. 
American guns will speak as authori- 
tatively in Cuban waters and on 
Cuban soil_as they have spoken in 
the Philippines. 
possession of Cuba and the Spaniards 
will be driven out. 

A movement against Porto Rico 
will follaw, in the near future, unless 
Spain, in th@\mean time, sues for 
peace. With-Cuba,-the Philippines, 
and Porto Rico occupied by American 
troops, the war will be practically 
ended. If the Spanish war fleet at- 
tempts to prevent the carrying out 


| of this programme it will meet the 


fate of the Spanish fleet in Philippine 
waters. 

The beginning of the end is near. 
Spain may prolong the war for some 
time to come if she chooses to pur- 
sue a system of guerrilla warfare in- 
stead of seeking open combat. But 
she cannot escape the inevitable. 
Defeat and humiliation must surely 
be her portion. The sooner she ac- 
cepts the inevitable, the better it will 
be for Spain. 


SATISFYING SPANISH “HONOR.” 

The stirring events of the past 
few days will tend very strongly to- 
ward the satisfaction of Spanish 
“honor.” Just how much more pun- 
ishment Spain will be willing to take 
before she will consider her “honor” 
satisfied is somewhat problematical. 
The decision of this question rests 
chiefly with Spain. When she is 
ready to sue for peace, we shall be 
ready to dictate the terms thereof. 
Those terms will necessarily include 
independence for Cuba, and they may 
include something more. 

In the interests of humanity and of 
just government, it is to be hoped 
that the close of the war ‘will signal- 
ize the extinction of Spanish sov- 
ereignty, not only in Cuba, but in 
the Philippines, in the Caroline Is]- 
ands in Porto Rico, and in ail the 
other colonies of Spain, where the 
people have been enslaved, where hu- 
man rights have been ruthlessly 
trampled upon, and where wrongs 
unspeakable have been committed in 
the name of civil government. If 
the initiative taken by the United 
States in behalf of Cuba shall result 
in the freeing of all the Spanish col- 
onies, the United States will have 
done an incalculable service for hu- 
manity, civilization and justice, 

By centuries .of oppression, Spain 
las proved her unfitness to govern. 
The loss of her colonial possessions 
will be but a ligkt punishment for 
the monstrous crimes’ of which she 
has been guilty. The world would be 
better, indeed, if Spain, as a govern- 
ment, could be forever extinguished. 
Spain, as a member of the family of 
modern nations, is an anachronism. 
She belongs rather to the middle ages, 
than to the present age of enlighten- 
ment and progress. 

lf we could forget Spain’s damnable 


,record of cruelty and-oppression, her 


present position would excite a feel- 
ing of pity. Beset with foes from 
without and within, bankrupt in 
purse, almost without a friend among 
the nations, involved in a war which 
is absolutely certain to result in dis- 
aster to her arms, the Spanish gov- 
ernment is indeed in a most: deplor- 
able plight. But the remembrance 
of the monstrous.crimes which Spaih 
has perpetrated during ages of mis- 
rule, is sufficient to stifle all feelings 
of sympathy for her sore distress at 
the present time. The doom which is 
impending is richly deserved. No 
punishment which could be inflicted 
upon her would be too severe, With

A BELATED RAIN. 

This season is holding its record, to 
the last, as a remarkable one. After 
reaching the last day in April with a 
rainfall of only 5.28 inches—the 
smallest rainfall since a record has 
been kept in Los Angeles—we had a 
good shower, which, in Los Angeles, 
amounted to .32 inches, and in other 
parts of Southern California was 
much heavier, amounting in some 
places to nearly three-fourths of an 
inch. Such a rainfall at this date, 
while quite unusual, is not <alto- 
gether unprecedented. In 1892 over 
two inches of rain fell in the month 
of May, of which one and _ three- 
fourths inches fell within twenty-four 
hours. 

The rain was too late to be of any 
help to the grain or hay, except in 
a few specially-favored localities. It 
will, however, be of advantage’to the 
alfalfa and corn, and will probably 
be of assistance to some of the beet- 
growers, who, as mentioned in Tur 
Times of Sunday, had given up all 
hope of producing anything like a 
fair crop. It is hoped that the rain 
will make possible the harvesting at 
Alamitos of twice as large an area 
of beets as was estimated a few days 
ago.

will, or the public good. It would 
be a glorious thing to see this frreat 
profession fitly represented by a bat- 
tleship in the American navy, and 
there is no reason why the proposi- 
tion here made should not be _ en- 
thusiastically . carried out.

ORPHEUM. This theater last night 
housed one of the largest audiences in 
its history.

THE VOLUNTEERS. 


THE WORK OF CREATING AN ARMY 
FOR WAR. 


Food, Clothing, Arms and Equip- 
ment—The Proposed New Up» 
form—Knapsacks and Their Con. 
tents — Shoes — The Climate of 
Cuba. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 
WASHINGTON, April 28.—What will 
our troops eat? What will they wear? 
With what weapons will they be 
armed? All these questions are being 
of great interest to every one in these 
days, and all are being considered by 
the War Department. The details have 
not yet been settled, and the regi- 
mental commanders will probably *de- 
cide after they have reached camp as 
to the hours at which the meals are 
to be served and of what they shall 
consist. This will not be hard to do, 
as the menu must necessarily be a 
simple, though wholesome, one, con- 
sisting chiefly of pork and beans, hard 
bread, homihy, coffee and canned 
goods. 
While in camp near an American city 
they will, for a time at least, try to give 
the men fresh meat and baker’s bread, 
but it is thé purpose of the department 
to soon put the men on the regular 
army standing in everything. . 

In regard to clothing, the War De- 
partment is having made as hastily as 
possible thousands of the new canvas 
uniforms. These are a new feature in 
uniforming the army of the United 
States and will be of great benefit to 
the health of the men while in active 
service. They are also very desirable 
in time of battle on account of the 


color, the stuff being a grayish brown, 


hard to distinguish from the earth and 
leaves. It is also very cool and of light 
and fine texture. Fifty thousand of 
these uniforms have been ordered. 
These serviceable suits will have 
enough adornment and color to give 
them a mijitary look, having buckskin 
leggings, with colored cloth cuffs and 
collars; navy blue chevrons for in- 
fantry, and red-and-yellow ones for ar- 
tillery and cavalry, respectively. The 
hat will be very like those now worn, 
of soft felt or canvas, only turned up 
at the side with a colored rosette and a 
plume, indicating by its color the arms 
of the service to which the soldier be- 
longs. 

All dress uniforms will be discarded, 
and the men will go into camp in regu- 
lar marching order, that is, in fatigue 
uniforms, with campaign hats and leg- 
gings, carrying overcoats strapped on 
top of their knapsacks and blankets 
underneath them. These knapsacks 
must have very little in them, negli- 
gee shirt, a suit of underclothing, 
white gloves, towels, soap, brush and 
comb and handkerchiefs. The men are 
privileged to carry more, but every 
pound of weight counts on long 
marches, and they soon discover that 
it is better to keep them as light as 
possible. Their shoes will be black, and 
must necessarily be of the heavy bro- 
gan type, as the dainty patent leathers 
of the holiday militiaman.will be of no 
use in Cuba. In that country any 
slight abrasion of the foot, when ac- 
companied with the moisture which is 
a natural consequent of the wet cli- 
mate, is liable to cause lockjaw. 

The question of arms and accoutre- 
ments is soon to be decided by the au- 
thorities in Washington. It is notorious 
that the arms at present issued to the 
National Guard are defective for the 
practical purposes of wer. In all 
probability the new small-caliber Krag- 
Jorgensen magazine rifle will be sup- 
plied to the volunteers. The Army 
Ordnance Bureau has had its agencies 
working night and day for the last two 
months manufacturing this weapon, 
and fully 100,000 of them have accumu- 
lated in the Springfield armory for is- 
sue. These are dangerous arms, and on 
account of their rapidity of fire the wis- 
dom of putting them into the hands of 
National Guardsmen’ has been seri- 
ously debated, but the desirability of 
establishing complete uniformity of 
weapon and ammunition throughout 
the service has won the day, and if 
the recommendations of the experts 
are followed, as they probably will be, 
the new soldiers will be equipped with 
the magazine rifles and taught to use 
them. 

People are beginning to realize that 
an army of 125,000:men cannot be found 
in a day or a week. The law compels 
a thorough examination, physically, and 
this is so rigid that it is considered 
that not over 30 per cent. of the volun- 
teers will pass, and that additional ex- 
aminations of men will be necessary 
to fill these vacancies. All this will 
consume time. MARRIOTT.

Judges Gilbert, Morrow and Hawley

The attorneys for 
the Times-Mirror Company moved to 
strike the brief from the records, and 
upon that motion the court laid down 
the rule to which we have referred. 

The court said that, while the genera] 
style of the brief is not one which 
should be followed by attorneys who 
conduct litigation in the appellate tri- 
bunal, they are unable to say that it 
should be striken from the files. It is 
admitted that the brief is an exhaus- 
tive discussion upon law, mythology, 
Shakespeare and the Bible, but the 
court says: 

“Upon a careful perusal of its pages 
we do not find that ugly intent directed 
toward the trial jedge which respoftd- 
ent claims is there manifested. The 
defendant being his own attorney and 
of advanced years, we will not too 
closely scrutinize the suggestions, ap- 
parently» intended as_ pleasantries, 
found in the brief and directed toward 
opposing counsel,” 

Therefore the motion is denied. 

This is equivalent to saying that as 
long as brief writers in the Sunrreme 
Court do not criticize the judges of that 
| tribunal they may abuse eaca othe: at 
will, It should be a@ded, however, that 
_ Justice Henshaw dissents. He says that 
Mr. Duncan's brief is scandalous, as it 
grossly assails the judge of the court 
below and opposing counsel. The fact 
that Mr. Duncan is his own attorney 
does not, in Justice Henshaw’s opinion. 
excuse him.

Schley’s “Remember the Maine’’ is the Latest of a Long Series—Memor- 
able Utterances of Barry, Decatur, Lawrence, Perry and Other Naval 
Commanders Recalled—Commodore Stockton’s Reply to 
the Mexican Governor of California. 


[From a Special Contributor to The Times.} 


“Remember the Maine,’ Commodore 
Schley’s now famous signal of attack 
on the Spanish fleet, will undoubtedly 
become immortal in American history, 
in the history of the English-speaking 
people, in fact; for, as an appeal to 
patriotism it is as thrilling as was 
Nelson's battle cry at the Nile, “Eng- 
land expects that every man will do 
his duty.” 

During the 132 years of our existence 
as a nation the commodores, captains 
and other officers of the navy have 
made a magnificent contribution to pa- 
triotic phrases of our war literature. 
As/the terse embodiment of popular 
sentiment in trying situations and 
emergencies, they are not surpassed by 
expressions .of a like character in any 
language. 

OUR FIRST SEA FIGHTERS. 

The sea fighters started in this line 
at the very beginning of the revolu- 
tion, in fact, before that tremendous 
struggle with the mother country was 
begun. Capt. Whipple of Providence, 
R. L, for instance, when notified in 
1775 by Sir James Wallace of the Brit- 
ish frigate Rose that he would be 
strung up at the yardarm for having 
burned His Majesty's ship, the Gaspee, 
sent the laconic reply to Sir James: 
“Always’catch a man before you hang 
him.”” The lion-hearted Whipple, who, 
in the preceding war with France, in 
his privateer, the Gamecock, had cap- 
tured in a single year twenty-three 
French prizes, voiced in that defiant 
answer the sentiments of all the rebels 
in the colonies that catching them was 
an essential preliminary to the hang- 
ing business. 

Who first raised the American flag 
on a ship of war is one of tbe dis- 
puted questions of history. John 
Adams claimed the honor for . Capt. 


John Manly, a New Englander. Paul 
Jon@s asserted that “my hand 
first hoisted the American flag.’ He 


was then a Heutenant on the frigate 
Alfred. There were several Ameri- 
can flags at the time, and Pau! Jones 
does not describe his particular one. 


Some historians think it was t ine 
tree and rattlésnake flag the 
motto, “An appeal to God; Don. read 


on me.” Others assert that it was a 
flag consisting of thirteen stripes, with 
the motto, “Don’t tread on me,” and 
a rattlesnake stretched diagonally 
across them. 

SOME OF PAUL JONES'S SAYINGS. 

“T have not yet begun to fight,” was 
one of: Commodore Jones's famous re- 
plies to a British captain with whom 
he had been fiercely engaged for over 
an hour, and who desired to know if 
he had surrendered. It was not Jones 
who surrendered when the battle came 
to an end. That was the celebrated 
engagement between the Serapis and 
the Bonhomme Richard. The captain 
of the Serapis having been knighted 
for his gallantry on that occasion by 
George III, Jones, when he heard of 
the promotion, characteristically re- 
marked: ‘“‘Never mind; if I meet him 
again, I'll make a lord of him.” 

The first commodore of the young 
American navy was Capt. John Barry. 
In the spring of 1781 he was hailed by a 
British ship on his way from Havana. 
To the inquiry as to his identity he re- 
plied: “The U.S.S. Alliance, Saucy 
Jack Barry, half Irishman, half Yan- 
kee; who are you?” 

“Not tre value nor the command of 
the whole British fleet could tempt me 
from the American cause,”’ was the 
heroic reply of Barry to Lord Howe, in 
1776, when he offered Pim 15,000 guineas 
and a commission in the English navy 
to join the royal cause. Equally heroic 
was the reply of the captive American 
sailor, Nathan Coffin, when asked to 
enter the King’s service: ““‘Hang me, if 
you will, to the yard arm, but do not 
ask me to become a traitor to my coun- 
try.” 

DECATUR’'S RINGING WORDS. 

Commodore Stephen Decatur was one 

of the very bravest men that ever

“Not a minute,” replied Decatur, with 
a threat to capture a pirate squadron if 
his terms were not complied with in- 
stanter. Toward the close of the 1912 
war, Decatur, in command of the Pres- 
ident, was chased by a large squadron, 
all of which, with one exception, the 
Endymion, he outsailed. In the emer- 
gency he conceived the daring design 
of capturing that ship before her sis-

Perry was a hero in peace, as well 
as in war. During a fearful winter 
storm, while lying in the harbor of 
Newport. he heard that a merchant 
vessel had been driven on a reef six 
miles distant. He at once manned his 
barge and said to the crew: ‘Come, 
my boys, we are going to the relief 
of shipwrecked seamen; pull away.” 
That act was applauded bv the country 
almost as much as was tthe battle on 
Lake Erie. During the Mexican war, 
Gen. Scott reauested the loan of some 
guns from the fleet. to be used on 
shore. Perry complied. but on one 
condition. that “wherever the guns go, 
the officers and men must go also.” 

FREE TRADE AND SAILORS’ 

RIGHTS. 

Commodore Porter, father of the late 
Admiral Porter, happily phrased the 
sentiment of the country in the motto 
which he flew on his flag in the war 
of 1812: ‘Free trade and sailors’ rights.” 
In those distant days it became the 
text for many a patriotic song, and 
thousands of political speeches. A Brit- 
ish captain. meeting Porter. flung an 
answering signal to this effect: ‘“‘God 
and corntry, British sailors’ best rights. 
Traitors offend both.’”’ The belief in 
was that the. 
crews of the American ships were all 
British deserters, Porter answered his 
enemv next dav with a fresh signal 
flag: “God. our country and liberty! 
Tyrants offend them!” 

When the Constitution. under. the 
command of Commodore Hull. engaged 
the French (frigate Guerriere, a 
dramatic scene was witnessed on the 
deck of “Old Ironsides.” the 
Frenchman’s guns began to thunder 
out. Lieut. Morris, second in command, 
asked Hull if he should give the or- 
der to fire. 

“Not vet.” replied Hull. 

Nearer and nearer came the two 
ships. Again Morris asked for the or- 
der. and again came the answer, “Not 
vet.” A few moments Iater, high 
above the roar of the guns. as the Con- 
stitution completely covered her enemy, 
Hull’s voice rang out: “Now, boys, 
pour it into them!” 

The Guerriere was literally torn to 
pieces. ‘tthe blood of the killed running 
out of her souppers,” says a naval his- 
torian.

THE ALAMO.” 


A war cry that closely resembles 
“Remember the Maine” was that whic 
Gen, Sam Houston gave to bis troops 
at the battle of San Jacinto—the battle 

ich gave freedom and independence 
ty Texas. Col. Travis was in command 
of about one hundred and eighty-five 
Texan soldiers in the fort called the 
Alamo at Bexar. There he was sur- 
rounded by a greatly superior force, 
the Mexican dictator, Santa Anna. 

On the morning of the 6th of March 
1836, the little garrison of the Alamo 
capitulated, on the pledge of the Mexi- 
can general that their lives would be 
spaied. Notwithstanding this pledge, 
Col. Travis and his entire force were 
massacred as soon as they had sur- 
rendered. Their dead bodies were gath- 
ered together, a huge pile of wood was 
heaped upon them, and they were 
burned to ashes. This fearful act of 
barbarity stirred the Texans to intense 
wrath, and implanted in their breasts 
a fierce thirst for vengeance. On April 
19, 1836, Gen. Houston, with about seven 
hundred men, gave battle at San Ja- 
cinto to Santa Anna, with nearly three 
times the number of Mexicans, and, in 
spite of the disparity of numbers, 
Houston’s little force swept the Mexi- 
cans like chaff before the wind. It was 
more a slaughter than a battle. 

Just before the assault of the Texans 
was made on the army of Santa Ana, 
Houston, addressed his soldiers in a 
fervid speech, closing with these words: 
“Remember the Alamo.” These words 
fell upon the ears of the Texans with 
wonderful effect. Every soldier in the 
little army at the same -.instant re- 
peated the words “the Alamo,” until 
the word became a shriek for revenge 
that struck terror to the souls of the 
Mexicans. When the battle was over. 
it was found that only seventy Texans 
had been killed, while 630 Mexicans 
were left dead on the field. 

“Remember the Alamo” was evidently 
a battle cry that not only nerved the 
arms of the avengers, but paralyzed 
the resistance of the Mexicans. 

The answer of Commodore Stockton 
to the Mexican Governor of California, 
when we took possession of that coun- 
try, is worth recalling. “If you march 
upon the town" (Los Angeles,) threat- 
ened the Governor, “you will find it the 
grave of your men.” 

“Tell the Governor,” said Stockton. 
“to have the bells ready to toll at §& 
o'clock in the morning. I shall be there 
at that time.” 

Commodore  Tatnall’s “Blood is 
thicker than water,” won grateful 
recognition in England in 1859. Seeing

the British admiral, Sir James Hope, in 
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a tight place under the fire of Chinese 
forts, Tatnall gallantly came to his 
rescue. In so doing he was guilty of 
a breach of neutrality, but his answer, 
“Blood is thicker than water,’ had the 
effect of condoning his offense. 


AN AUXILIARY CORPS. 


Electrical Engineers Volunteer to 
Aid the Government. 


[New York Sun:] Capt. Eugene 


Griffin, who retired from the United 


States army to become first vice-presi- 
dent of the General Electric Company, 
has undertaken to organize an auxili- 
ary corps of electrical engineers to 
serve either in the army or navy in case 
of war. In doing this Capt. Griffin 
has the approval of the Secretary of 
War and of Brig.-Gen. John M. Wilson, 
U.S.A., chief of the engineers’ corps. 
Capt. Griffin went to Washington to 
inquire of the chief of the engineers’ 
corps if he had at his command a suf- 
ficient force of skilled: electrical work- 
ers to prepare and plant submarine 
mines an d@ torpedoes in case such 
work had to be done ig haste. Gen. 
Wilson replied that he had not, adding 
that there were then in the service only 
enough men to assign one man to about 
every forty miles of the coast. 

Learning this, Capt. Griffin offered to 
undertake the formation of an auxiliary 
corps, providing the Secretary of War 
would approve. This approval was 
readily obtained, and with it went the 
Secretary’s grateful acknowledgment of 
Capt. Griffin's offer. Capt. Griffin re- 
turned to New York and immediately 
went to work. He obtained a list of 
the most skillful workmen in the em- 
ploy of his own company. By letter 
he informed each of them whag he 
wanted and asked if they would volun- 
teer for the service. 

In his correspondence Capt. Griffin 
made it clear that in case of war the 
volunteers might be called upon _ to 
make needed repairs on warsainps after 
their service in the army was over. He 
also stated that, in case the government 
had need of their services, they would 
draw their pay from the company du:- 
ing all the period of service, as well 
as pay from the government, with the 
privilege of going bazvk io their old 
jobs when the war was over. 

He then wrote to other electrical com- 
— in New York telling them what 

e wanted to do and what he ha‘i done, 
and asked them to cotjperate with him. 
To electrical companies in Boston and 
Philadelphia he sent similar communi- 
The quickness with which the 
replies came was astonishing. From 
his own men Capt. Griffin received the 
most loyal responses. Everybody to 
whom he wrote wanted to volunteer. 
The other electrical companies met the 
request in the spirit in which it had 
been made and promised not only co- 
operation but many of them sent in the 
names of volunteers. Im this vicinity 
Capt. Griffin received favorable replies 
from the United States Electrical Sup- 
ply Company, from the Edison Electric 
Company of Brooklyn, from the Mt. 
Morris Electric Light Company, from 
the Manhattan Electrical Supply Com- 
pany and from the Westinghouse Com- 
pany. From Boston came _ responses 
from the Edison Illuminating Company, 
the Mariborough Electric Light Com- 
pany, from the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany and from the Boston Telegraph 
Company. A number of Philadelphia 
companies also responded. 

The result was that in less than a 
week more than 1000 men had been en- 
rolled. Capt. Griffin obtained the day 
and night address of every volyunteen 
These were sent to the offi of the 
chief of the engineers’ corps at Wash- 
ington, where they are now on file. 
Some of the men have already been 
called upon for work in New York Har- 
bor, and others will work in Boston and 
Philadelphia. A few have been sent to 
work in the harbors along the South 
Atlantic Coast. It is thought that al- 
ready enough have been ennolled to do 
all the’ emergency work that is needed. 
However, Capt. Griffin is receiving ad- 
ditional names every day. 

When asked to s&y something about 
what he had done recently, Capt. Griffin 
said: 

‘Before the force could go to work a 
considerable amount of apparatus and 
supplies was needed as the War De- 
partment had not been able to :ccumu- 
late these in sufficient quantities. Y 
have been of some assistance in Iccat- 
ing the apparatus and supplies in the 
possession of private corporations and 
companies. This can be procured at a 
moment's notice. I may add that I 
have had the most cordial coiperatjon 
and support from every one to whom 
I appealed.” 

Besides the submarine work, some 
members of this corps of volunteer elec- 
tricilans would, in the event of hostil- 
ities, be called upon to go with the 
naval repair ships and remain near the 
fighting fleet.

TORY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Veterans Lined Up 500 Strong. 
and Were Reinforced by 300 
Volunteer Cavalry, as Well as 
by a Pickaninny Company. 


The National Veteran Reserve, made 
up of the old boys of the Federal and 
Confederate armies, turned out in force 
last night in the abundance of their en- 
thusiasm to celebrate the cracking by 
Commodore Dewey of “philopena’’ 
svith Admiral Montijo at Manila. 

The celebration parade was almost 
a spontaneous outburst, for no prelim- 
inary arrangements in detail had been 
made. At 8 o'clock the ‘‘vets’’ massed 
in front of the Times office, and amid 
a blaze of red fire and the suggestive 
shrieks of the steam siren, the Veteran 
Fife and Drum Corps struck up an in- 
spiring and patriotic air. Headed by a 
color sergeant bearing aloft the flag to 
which has so recently been lowered the 
red and golden bars of Spain, the pa- 
rade began. There were about 300 vet- 
erans in line, and as they swung 
around to Spring street from First they_ 
made a fine showing. At the junction 
of Spring and Main streets a second 
detachment of veterans, 200 strong, 
lined up, and as the main body counter- 
marched upon reaching the fire-engine 
house, they consolidated and continued 
the line of march down Main street. 
Gen. Bouton, commander of the Na- 
city, 
headed the column, supported by S. R. 
Thorpe and John Burns. 

The flags fluttered bravely in the 
breeze, the fifes and drums spoke out a 
triumphant note, and to the cheers of 
the thousands that lined the streets, 
many of whom followed the veterans 
throughout the march, the latter threw 
back cheer for cheer. At Court street 
about thirty youngsters lined up in 
proper military order, and with two 
flags carried at the head of the picka- 
ninny company, fell into line and kept 
step for step with their elders. Not 
one was over 14 years of age, appar- 
ently, but they marched sedately, and 
gave a whistling accompaniment to the 
music of the drum corps that sounded 
quite well. ‘ 

Between First and Second streets, on 
Main, the California Volunteer Cavalry, 
300 strong, under command om Major 
Starin, were lined up, and as the vet- 
erans passed, they, too, fell into line, 
and swelled the parade to very goodly 
proportions. The march was continued 
up Second to Spring, to Fourth, to 
Broadway and thence back to First 
street. Broadway was black with peo- 
ple, and rousing’ cheers came from the 
Byrne building, the windows of which 
were well filled. Red fire and shots 
from a small cannon signalized the pas- 
sage of the parade in front of the Her- 
ald office, and then a second stop was 
made at the Times office. Cheers— 
three times three and a tiger—were 
given, the band struck up again, and 
with the glint of red fire lighting up the 
myriad faces, the procession wended 
its way to Spring street again. . 

At the Jonathan Club the windows 
and balcony were filled with members, 
who cheered and.waved handkerchiefs, 
to which the veterans and the veterans 
yet to be made hearty response. In- 
deed, along the line of march every 
point of vantage was thronged, the 
steps of the City Hall, the balconies of 
the hotels, as well as the windows ev- 
e ere being well filled—if not ac- 
tually crowded with sympathetic look- 
ers-on. 

On Spring street many of the veterans 
broke away, but the main body con- 
tinued its march to Fourth, and there 
turned to Main and so on to the drill 
ground of the California Cavalry. From 
the balcony of the recruiting headquar- 
ters short, snappy addresses were made 
by 8S. R. 
the chair to preside over the impromptu 
meeting; by Asst. Dist.-Atty Williams, 
Jud Rush, J. N. Phillips, J. Burns 
and Capt. Reece. The chairman, in an 
address that was patriotic in its every 
sentence, ventured the prophecy that by 
July 4 the nation will be celebrating 


the Antilles free before the world. 
Upon the conclusion of the speeches 
three cheers were again given just on 
eneral principles; and as a kind of 
Spanish nightcap, and the crowd melted 
away. 


A BICYCLE ACCIDENT. 


Lucy Hooper, a Colored Girl, In- 
stantly Killed on Main Street. 
Lucy Hooper, 4 seventeen-year-old 
colored girl. while riding on her bicycle 
from school yesterday afternoon, col- 
lided with one of the cars of the 
Main-street electric road, and was 
killed. Car No, 19, of which ae -

girl turned from Sixth to Main going 
north, in the same direction as_ the 
car. It seemed to the onlookers as 
if she was attempting to get between 
the tracks. but. be that as it may, by 
some chance the wheel turned right in 
front of the car, and was the next mo- 
ment struck, the girl Lucy being 
thrown to the ground and the four 
wheels of the cumbrous car passing 
over her body. The body jammed un- 
der the wheels, and the car had to be 


be extricated. Death must have been 
almost instantaneous, for all the ribs 
were crushed, the left arm was almost 
torn apart, and the pelvic (bone 
broken. 

The body was removed ‘to the under- 
taking establishment of Orr & Hines on 
Broadway, and the parents notified. 
The girl’s father. is T. J. Hooper, 
janitor of the Wilcox Block. residing 
at No. 934 Hemlock street. From his 
statement it appeared that his daugh- 
ter was near-sighted, and wore glasses, 
and that might account for what 
might appear sheer recklessness in at- 
tempting to cross the street in front of. 
an oncoming car. The girl was in 
B, ninth grade, of the High School.

NO TROOP TRAIN. 


RAILROADS NOT BIDDING ON MORE 
MILITARY WORK, 


Williamson Dunn Expects to Join 
the Nawy—Injured Railroad Men 
Recovering—Carload of Insane 
Patients. 


| J. J. Byrne, general passenger agent 


of the Santa Fé, knows too much of 
railroading to be caught in a wreck. He 
was on his way home from San Fran- 
cisco Saturday, and at Mojave learned 
of the wreck in the Soledad Cafion.

NO MORE SAMPLES. 

The City Attorney presented an or- 
dinance making it a misdemeanor for 
any person to distribute to the resi- 
dences of the city either by delivering 
at the door or throwing in the yards, 
samples of medicines, patent or other- 
wise. The ordinance was adopted with- 
out division. It was first suggested by 
Councilman Baker several weeks ago 
and was referred to the Board of Health 
and approved by that body. It was 
then sent to the City Attorney to pre- 
pare the ordinance. It takes effect im- 
mediately upon its approval. 

The City Attorney also reported that 
in the matter of the complaint, which 
Dr. J. P. Widney had made against 
the telephone company, he had been in- 
formed that a satisfactory settlement 
had been effected and that no action 
Was necessary by the Council. 

The Oil Inspector reported the collec- 
tion during the month of April of $1311 
as license. The total delinquency of 
licenses in his department to date 
amounts to $342. 

SCHOOL IMPROVEMENTS ASKED. 

The Board of Education presented to 
the City Council a request to have 
Eighth street, near the Eighth-street 
school, ridewalked. The grading of the 
streets near the Ann-street school was 
also requested for the reason that the 
heavy travel there by oil wagons makes 
the streets so dusty as to be uncom- 
fortable for the school children. 

It has been discovered by the Board 
of Education that a mistake had been 
made in placing the New Macy-street 
school building on the lots purchased 
for that purpose. When proceedings 
were begun to open an alley in that 
block it was discovered that the school 
building extended over a portion of two 
lots which the city does not own, and 
if the owner of these lots insisted upon. 
His rights and opened the alley the 
bujldings would have to be moved... The 
board suggested to the Council that the 
two lots be purchased at once. as they 
would be needed some time. The price 
which has been fixed on them is $1600, 
the same as was paid for the school 
lots. ..The matter was referred to the 
Finance Committee: 

The Committee on Public Buildings 
submitted an ordinance regulating the 
placing of fire escapes on buildings 
throughout the city. This ordinance had 
been referred to the committee after 
its adoption had been recommended by 
the Board of Fire Commissioners. It 
places the control of the location and 
number of fire escapes on buildings in 
the hands of that commission with the 
chief of the fire department. Fire es- 
capes are not required on buildings used 
exclusively as residences. The ordinance 
was adopted. 

PETITIONS DISPOSED OF. 

The Sewer Committee, to whom was 
referred the petition of the Boyle 
Heights Presbyterian Church for per 
mission to connect the church plumb- 
ing with the sewer pipe in the par- 
sonage, reported recommending that 
the request be granted. The report 
was approved. 

Mr. Toll moved that the Los Angeles 
City Water Company be instructed to 
lay a water main on Thirtieth street of 
sufficient size to meet the demands of 
the property-owners along that portion 
of that street between Grand avenue 
and Figueroa street. The motion was 
adopted. 

Property-owners residing in the vi- 
cinity of Tenth and Alvarado streets 
petitioned for an electric light at that 
intersection. The matter was referred 
to the Gas and Light Committee. 

The petition from the Southern Cali- 
fornia Packing Company for permission 
to dump their refuse fruit parings into 
a large sewer near their plant was re- 
fered to \ythe Sewer Committee. This 
committee visited the place’ several 
weeks ago in company with the Board 
of Health and decided to grant the 
petition when filed. Since then it was 
decided to make another and more 
thorough inspection of the place, and 
the committee will visit the plant dur- 
ing the present week. 

The petitions from the West Coast 
Fertilizer Company asking a rebate of 
taxes and for a reconsideration of the 
approval of a certain plat were re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee and 
Board of Public Works, respectively.. 

A SCHEME THAT FAILED. 

Up to this time the proceedings of the 
Council had been as quiet and common- 
place as was possible, but the proceed- 
ings for the next half-hour were as 
lively as the other part of the session 
was quiet. Without any previous warn- 
ing a final report was presented by the 
special committee appointed some 
months ago to examine into the pos- 
sible mountain sources of water which 
might be used to supply the city. This 
committee had made an examination of 
the mountains and had filed a long 
report giving three plans. The report 
was referred to the City Attorney and 
City Engineer for investigation and re- 
port. That was two months ago, and 
the committee crew tired of Waiting for 
action on the matter, so they said, and 
seeing an opportunity to play what 
they considered a political trump, they 
surprised the Council ye sterday by sub- 
mitting the following réport: 

“AS more than two months hav 
ready elapsed since the report of your 
special Committee on Mountain Water 
Supply was adopted by the Council 
and as nothing has since been done in 
regard to investigating the various 
propositions submitted, either as to the 
titles of the lands in question or as to 
the cost of either proposition or the 
accuracy or reliability of the esti- 
mates submitted, and as less than three 
months of the lease of the Los Angeles 
City Water Company yet remains, in 
which to do anything in regard to ac- 
quiring a supply of mountain water Le- 
fore-the expiration of *the contract 
with the said water company, your 
Committee on Mountain Water Supply 
beg leave to report that they’ consider 
that the time is too short for this com- 
mittee to make any further investiga- 
tions of sources of supply of mountain 
Wiwater; as the legal status and its at- 
tendant engineering problems have not 
been investigated in due season, it is 
useless to report upon any outside 
sources of water supply. 

“Therefore your committee consider 
that nothing of consequence:-can he 
done at this time, except to take the 
necessary steps to assume control of 
the city’s plant, now leased to the Los 
Angeles City Water Company, upon the 
expiration of the said lease on the 224 
of July next, and that the City Water 
Overseer be directed to take possession 
of the said leased water plant on the 
said 22d of July’ that he be directed to 
collect all water rates then and there- 
after: that the public at large be noti- 
fied that on and after the said 22d of 
July all consumers of water supplied 
by the said water plant must pay

water rent to the City Water Overseer 
only, and that.the water rates on end 
after July -2d shall be fixed at a rate 
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which shall be a uniform reduction of 
twenty (20) per cent. from the present 


rates,

Councilman Nickell, who is chairman 
of the Water Supply Committee, did 
not relish the interference by the spe- 
“cial committee in work that had been 
placed in his committee’s hands. He 
took the floor as soon as the report was 
read and said: “This is a matter which 
has been carefully considered by the 
Water Supply Committee, and I believe 
ity is still in the hands of that ccm- 
mittee. It is a matter in which ordinary 
common sense would lead any person to 
act cautiously and it is this necessary 
caution that has caused the committee 
to go slowly in the matter. Before the 
plan advanced in that report could be 
adopted it would be necessary to create 
several offices by ordinance and to In- 
struct the officers as to their duties. 
We will want to know first what the 
cost of operating such a plant is to be. 
How on earth is it possible, two months 
in advance, to know what that cost is 
to be? Therefore how is it possible to 
consider the matter of rates? The rates 
are not to be guessed at, but first the 
taking of the plant has to be consid- 
ered. This committee, which makes 
such suggestions, assumes to take 
charge of everything in the premises 
when there is no more reason for their 
recommendations than for, I might say, 
their existence.” 

Grider didn’t like this, and his man- 
ner showed it when he arose to reply. 
“This committee,” said he, “was not 
appointed at its own request. It un- 
dertook a work and examined into the 


matter referred to it carefully. It 
made a report which covered the 
ground so far as it was possible to 


cover it, but what came of the mat- 
ter? It was sidetracked for some rea- 
son. It has been two months since 
the report was filed, but since then 
nothing has been heard of the matter. 
The Council has treated the water 
company fairly in this matter. Do we 
propose .to sit around and wait until 
the last minute before we act. It will 
take three months for the water over- 
seer to familiarize himself with the 
plant, and the collections of water 
rates, a this recommendation is 
made in order that he may have an. 
opportunity to do so. We know what 
we are about this time.’ 

If he knew then he did not_a few 
minutes later when Councilman Toll got 
through with him: Mr. Toll began in a 
quiet manner and at no time was his 
part of the debate other than an earnést 
stetement of what he believed and 
what the other members of the Coun- 
cil, except possibly two members of tha 
committee, believed. Incidentally it 
was a roast of Huteh and Grider 
which made their ears tingle. 

“The report of this committee sounds 
more like a plank from a political plat- 
form than a business plan from men of 
common sense,” he began. ‘Some lit- 
tle politics, or rather attempts at poli- 
tics, is being mede this morning. 
Why, only a few weeks ago two of 
the members of this committee, Messrs. 
Grider and Hutchison, stated for pub- 
lication to the correspondent of a 
newspaper 
they now ere or seem to be so desirous 
of seizing, has its source in bogs and 
cesspools; that it was wholly impure, 
that it was unfit fer use, and that 
there was nothing in the plant which 
they desire to take but a lot of scrap 
iron and rusty pipe, not worth con- 
sidering. The reason for this present 
move is patent to every one. Ii is 
known and admitted to be but an at- 
tempt to conform to a political plat- 
form or a plank in it.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Only Routine Matters Engage the 
Council’s Attention. 

As compared with the morning ses- 
sion, the afternoon session of the Coun- 
cil was quiet in the extreme. Only 
routine matters came up, and these 
were soon disposed of. As a special 
order of business the protests against 
the proposed sewering of San Fer- 
nando street were heard. Attorney 
Ladd appeared for the protestants and 
talked for half an hour. Mr. Vickery, 
a property-owner on that street, also 
appeared. The Council did not take 
final action in regard to the matter, 
but referred it to the Health Officer, 
with instructions to report as_ to 
whether a sanitary necessity existed 
for the sewer. 

The hearing of the appeal from the 
acts of the Street Superintendent in 
accepting and issuing a warrant on the 
improvement of a portion of Twenty- 
first street, which had caused consid- 
erable argument by counsel at the last 
meeting of the Council, was postponed 
one week as the City Attorney had not 
made his report on the matter. The 
hearing of a similar appeal in the mat- 
ter of the improvement of another por- 
tion of Twenty-first street was de- 
ferred for two weeks. Similar action 
was taken on an appeal having refer- 
ence to the improvement of Lucas ave- 
nue, 

The City Assessor reported the col- 
lection during the month of April of 
$10,641.14 as taxes on personal property. 
The report was referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

Health Officer Powers reportd that a 
vault in the city cemetery was in such 
a condition as to be dangerous to pub- 
lic health, and asked that the Council 
order it repaired. The matter was re- 
ferred back to him with authority to 
make such repairs as he considered 
necessary. Mr. Baker sugzested that 
the chain gang do the work if it re- 
quired a large force of men. 

Mr. Blanchard moved that the Mayor 
be authorized to sign an order for 
changing the grades of Wilshire boule- 
vard between Hoover and Common- 
wealth avenue, and of Boyle avenue 
near Stephenson avenue.

WHAT WILL THEY DO? 


Interesting Scssion of the Police 
Conimission Expected Today. 
The regular s°ssion of ‘the Board 
of Police Commissioners this morning 
promists to be one of unusual! inte-est, 
as several sets of charges against po- 
licemen and quasi policemen are to be 
disposed ‘of, The. disposal of the 
charges, however, is conditional upon 
the presence of all the members of 
the commission, and it is possible that 
the Mayor may not reach home from 
San Francisco in time to attend the 
session. At the last meeting the sev- 
eral complaints against members of 
the police department were referred 
back to the Chief with instructions to 
make his recommendations in each 
case. There are four such cases. The 
one in which there is every prospect 
of a contest is that preferred against 
Patrolman Fifield by Rev. Smith. The 
policeman compelled Mr. Smith's son to 
pay $3 on a commitment issued tor one 
C. Smith, claiming that the preacher's 
son was'C, Smith, whom he had ar- 


rested. the day before for scorching. 


The matter has been before the com- 
mission before and the Chief was in- 
structed to take the evidence and re- 
port. Rev. Smith did not like this 
method of disposing of the case, but 
during the week he called on Chief 
Glass and gave him simply a iist of his 
witnesses. Ke declined to file aflidavits 
of these witnesses, saying to the C'h‘ef 
that he did not wish to disclose his 
side cf the case before it was tried be- 
fore the commission. On the other hand 
Fifield and several other officers, his 
witnesses, filed affidavits with the Chief 
and as the latter had no other evi- 
dence before him, he prepared his re- 
port to the ccmmission stating the facts 
and his inability to secure Rev. Smith's 
side of the matter. He will iecommend 
that the ‘tharges against Fifield be dis- 
missed, and if Rev. Smith is not sat‘s- 
fied with this, that he may appeal to 
the courts if he so desires. Just how 
Rev. Smith will take this report re- 
mains to be seen. It is probable that 
he will demand a hearing of the entire 
matter before the commission, which 
he will hardly be able to get for some 
time, as Chief Glass expects tv start 
East this morning to attend ihe annual 
meeting of the National Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 

The two charges which have been 
preferred against Patrolman Jiender- 
son by First-street saloon-keepers, in 
which they accuse him of having en- 
tered their places of Dusiness without 
authority, will probably be disposed of 
quickly. The recommendation which 
the Chief will make in this matter is 
that the charges be dismissed. The 
feeling of the comm*'ssion about this 
matter was indicated at the last meet- 
ing, when one of the members remarked 
that if Henderson was punished at all 
it should be because he had not ar- 
rested the saloon men on the occasion 
of his entering their saloons, for they 
were both either evading or violating 
the law. 

Eugene Bassett’s charges against the 
dog-catcher, in which he declares that 
the latter seized his dog in his yard, 
drove it into the street and there cap- 
tured it, afterward compelling Vassett 
to pay $2 for the release of the animal, 
will also be reported by the Chief. His 
recommendation will be that the dog- 
catcher be required to pay back at 
least a portion of the money he col- 
lected and reprimanded if the commis- 
sion so desire. 

It is barely possible that the long- 
delayed decision of the commission in 
the case against Special Policeman 
Foster and the officials at the City Jail 
may be rendered. Foster ‘stood up” a 
citizen one night and demanded to 
know who and what he was, The mat- 
ter was investigated, and at the same 
time another charge, that Foster ar- 
rested an innocent man without giving 
him an opportunity to show iis inno- 
cence, was investigated. The latter was, 
according to his statement, mistreated 
at the City Jail and this led to charges 
against the officers in charge there at 
the time. The matter was tried weeks 
ago, but the members of the commis- 
sion have been anything but prompt in 
rendering a decision. 

Whether the commission will recon- 
sider its action in appointing Frank 
McClellan a special policeman, and will 
dismiss him this morning, is not posi- 
tively known, but some such action is 
expected. 


HAVE THEY PARTED? 


City Officials Informed of Another 
Conduit System. 

When, some weeks ago, the several 

electric companies of the city bcgan 


‘active preparations to comply with the 


conduit ordinance, it was officially an- 
nounced that the Los Angeles Electric 
Company would use a portion of the

Electric Company. This was of course 
satisfactory to the city authorities, who 
cared nothing what they used so lorig 
as the ordinance was complied with. 
The San Gabriel Company put down its 
conduits and the president of the Los 
Angeles Electric Company announced 
the intention of his company to use 
them. The resurfacing of Main sireet 
was completed and it was supposed 
that phat street would remain with its 
surfate uncut for years to come. 
Within the past few days, however, 
reports have reached certain of the 
city officers interested in the preserva- 
tion of the street surface, that the Los 
Angeles Electric Company had parted 
company with the San Gabriel Com- 
pany and that it intended now laying 
a conduit of its own and would ask 
that a trench be dug in Main and other 
streets for that purpose. When an ef- 
fort was made by them to learn the 
truth of the rumor, they were uni ble 
to secure a confirmation of it, and were 
also unable to secure an authoritative 
denial of the matter. Main street is in 
the hands of the Alcatraz Asphalt Pav- 
ing Company, and until it is accepted 
by the Street Superintendent, that com- 
pany has full authority to cut into the 
paving whenever it so desires. It is 
therefore within the power of that com- 
pany to grant the electrical company 
permission to lay its conduit if the 
consideration is sufficient.

CLAIM SELF-DEFENSE. 


CARDWELL AND HARRIS ON TRIAL 
FOR KILLING HILTON. 


The Presecution Quickly Closes Its 
Case—The Widow of John Hilton 
Tells About the Killing of Her 
Husband — Defense Will Open 
Today. 


The trial of George Cardwell and 
Isaac Harris for the murder of John 
W. Hilton, the old squatter who was 
killed on his claim in the Las Virgines 
hills, was begun yesterday before 
Judge Smith in Department One of the 
Superior Court. Only three witnesses 
were examined for the prosecution, 
and the District Attorney closed his 
case, The defense will begin this morn- 
ine and will probably last a week, as 
there are a large number of witnesses 
to testify. 

Assistant District Attorney Williams 
‘s conducting the prosecution and the 
cefendants are represented by Atior- 
neys Frank F. Davis and R. A. Ling. 
Instead of demanding separate trials, 
as it was supposed they would, Card- 
well and Harris asked to be tried to- 
gether. The forenoon was devoted to 
securing a jury, and the following 
talesmen were chosen to try the case: 
Elmore F. Badger, James W. Eyestone, 
Edward McDonald, George W. Wil- 
liamson, J. W. Arnold, Pierce T. Sey- 
more, John Bloeser, Isaac Dague, John 
Lovell J..T. Fay, T. J. Lockhart, Otto 
H. Sprone. 

The first witness called by the prose- 
cution was Coroner Campbell. His tes- 
timony. was intended to show that old 
man Hilton was not sho in gelf-de- 
fense. Dr. Camphbeil said that he was 
called to Las Virgines by the repert of 
the killing of Hilton. When he arrived 
there Hilicn had been dead over 
twenty-four hours. He held an inquest 
over the remains Sunday night eficr 
the Saturday cof the shooting, in the 
kitchen of the cabin where Hilton lived. 
There were about ten buckshot wounds 
in the body. Two of these wounds 
were fatal and either of them would 
have caused instant death. One mis- 
sile had entered the left temple and the 
other had passed through the heart. 

Dr. Campbell described two wounds 
in the left arm, where ihe bullets had 
passed through the arm and into the 
body. One of these wounds had been 
made by a buckshot that entered the 
arm just above the elbow, and the 
other by a shot that entered just below 
the elbow. The points where the bul- 
lets entered the body showed that Hil- 
ton’s arm was hanging down when he 
was shot. This testimony is impor- 
tant to the prosecution, as it is relied 
upon to show that Hilton was not in 
an aggressive attitude at the time he 
was shot and that he was not killed 
in self-defense. 

S. H. Chapman, a farmer at Las Vir- 
gines, was the next witness. He testi- 
fied that he was working about forty 
rods from Hilton when he was shot. 
He heard the shots fired and saw Hil- 
ton fall at the foot of a tree a few rods 
from his cabin. He saw that Cardwell 
and Harris, who were standing a short 
distance away, had fired the shots. 
They had their guns in their hands 
and appeared to be ready to fire again. 
After waiting a minute they got in 
their wagon and drove away. The 
witness then went to where Hilton had 
fallen and found the old man lying 
with one arm thrown. over his gun and 
the other crossed under him. 

Mrs. Hilton, widow of the dead squat- 
ter, was the principal witness, and 
the prosecution closed its case with her 
evidence. Mrs. Hilton is a_ typical 
frontier woman, who has spent most 
of her life in a wild country. Her con- 
versation on the witness stand was 
filled with amusing expressions, and 
once when she Was asked on cross-ex- 
amination how long she had been mar- 
ried to Hilton, she tapped her hand- 
bag significantly and replied: “Oh, 
that’s all right, sir; I've got my mar- 


riage license right in there and you

The witness started to run to her hus- 
band, but was ordered back. Mrs. Hil- 
ton swore that when her husband fell 
he was holding his gun loosely by his 
side. The cross examination was short 
and did not materially change the evi- 
dence given by the witness on direct 
examination. When Mrs. Hilton left 
the stand an adjournment was taken 
until this. morning, when the defense 
will open its case. 


A JUSTICE’S MISTAKE. 


Downing cf San Pedro Erred in 
Committing a Prisoner. 


a term in the County Jail for disturb- 
ing the peace, was released yesterday 


corpus. Wennenberg was arrested at 
San Pedro and sentenced by Justice H. 
C. Downing. The petitioner claimed 
that he had not been informed of his 
right to have an attorney, and that 
his plea of not guilty had been disre- 
garded and sentence passed without the 
formality of a trial. 

Justice Downing made a statement 
to the court in his own behalf. He 
said that he could not remember posi- 
tively whether or not he had informed 
Wennenberg of his right to have coun- 
sel. He always makes it a practice, 
he said, io inform every person brought 
before him of his rights, and this has 
become such a matter of routine with 
him that he did not think he could have 
omitted it without the fact having been 
impressed upon his mind. 

In regard to the other point raised 
by the petitioner that his plea of not 
guilty had been disregarded, Justice 
Downing said that when Wennenberg 
was first brought into court he did 
plead not guilty. He then started out 
with a long explanation. Justice Down- 
ing told the prisoner that he did not 
care to hear his explanation; that all 
he wanted to know was whether or not 
he was gujlty. Wennenberg then said, 
“Well,-I am guilty, but I want to ex- 
plain to you.” Justice Downing then 
entered the plea of “guilty” and sen- 


the County Jail. 

Judge Smith said that the first formal 
plea of “‘not guilty’’ took precedence 
over the subsequent admissions, and 
should have been entered in the docket 
as the prisoner's plea. The petitioner 
was accordingly ordered discharged, 
but he will be held until a new com- 
plaint can be filed against him, when 
he will be tried. 

Wennenberg is a sailor. Acording to 
the stery of T. M. Matthews, the com- 
plaining witness, Wenntenberg, while 
drunk, approached Mefthews’'s wife 
last Tuesday night and gYressly insulted 
her. Matthews was near by and told 
Wennenberg to move on and attend to 
his own business. Wennenberg re- 
plied by striking at Matthews. He was 
arrested for disturbing the peace.

Twenty-two Insane Women Sent to 
Northern Institutions. 
Twenty-two inmates of the Highland 
Insane Asylum were taken north yes- 
terday to be distributed between the 
Stockton and Agnews asylums. 
change has been made necessary by the 
overcrowding of the Highland asylum. 
There has been an unusually large 
number of commitments lately, es- 
pecialfy of insane women, and the fe- 
male ward at Highland has been taxed 
beyond its capacity. Dr. Campbell, 
who has charge of the institution, has 
had under consideration for some time 
a plan for securing more room for his 
patients, and has finally found a way 
out of the difficulty through the ar- 
rangement ‘to transport a number of 
the inmates to the northern asylums. 
Of the twenty-two patients sent away 

all were women.

OFFICERS WISH TO ESTABLISH A 
CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 


»Business Men Urged to Contribute 
= Toward the Cost of the 
Undertaking. 


GUARD # READY. 


WINCHESTER RIFLEMEN COMING 
TO THE FRONT. 


Plenty of Recruits for the Heavy 
Artillery—Cavairy Troop I to 
Elect Officers—Active Prep- 
arations for Service. 


“Mai. M. L. Starin and other officers 

of the Volunteer Cavalry are greatly 
interested in the project of establish- 
‘ng a camp of instruction, for the pur- 
“pose of drilling the new recruits as 
thoroughly as possfble. They recog- 
nize the necessity of instructing the 
men more fully than it is possible to 
do under present conditions. 

Maj.. Starin explained last evening 
the obiect in seeking to establish the 
camp. He sajd: 
give each man ten days in the camp, 

king not Iess than 200 men,at a 
e into camp. By such a plan the 
men can be so thoroughly instructed 
that when they take the field it will 
be with a fair knowledge of the duties 
of their position. Guard mount would 
be observed. the camp would be 
patrolled, and every precaution that 


would be observed if encamped in: an 


enemy’s country would be taken. 
“The coset of the merchandise and 
supplies required for the camp would 
not be very heavy, and we should hope 
to get the merchants of the city to 


furnish them. We estimate that $150, 
worth would be sufficient for the re- 


auirememts of 200 men for ten days. 
The men would be on régular army 
rations. Hay would be required for 
bedding, and enough lumber to con- 
struct mess tables and benches. Ten 
tents. each 14x24 woula nouse 200 men, 
with perhaps two fly tents in addi- 
tion to be used as mess tents. 

“The great importance of thoroughly 
drilling the new recruits and giving 
them a practical acquaintance with 
military maneuvers should commend 
the plan to the business men of the 
city. lf a committee of merchants 
could bg appointed to visit .business 
men and enlist their support, the nec- 
essary supplies for the camp of in- 
struction could be quickly raised. 

‘East Los Angeles would afford an 
excellent place, and ample space for 
the camp. The rolling ground is suit- 
able for drilling, and for acquainting 
the men with the various formations. 
Strict military discipline would be en- 
forced at all times in the camp.” 

While the project of establishing a 
camp of instruction originated with 
Mai. Starin and other officers of the 
Third Sauadron. Volunteer Cavalry. 
they proposed that the camp should 
not be restricted to that squadron, but 
that it should be open to all members 
wf the regiment who were willing to 
enter the service for ten days. The 
plan has met with hearty approval 
among the men of the regiment. 


COAST-DEFENSE ARTILLERY. 


Effort to Secure Necessary Equip- 
ment from the Government, 
The Coast Defense Artillery Regi- 
ment is now fully.organized. The ranks 
are rapidly being filled, and it is con- 
fidently expected that by the end of 
‘this week the full number of 1200 will 
be enrolled. Headquarters are open 
for enlistment in the Gordon Block, 
No. 206% South Broadway, and at No. 
533 South Main street, opposite the 

Burbank Theater. 

The regiment asks for the codperation 
of the press, City Council, the Super- 
visors, the Board of Trade, the Cham-. 
ber of Commerce, and all 
citizens in the effort to secure from 
the government the proper equipment 
to fortify the three principal harbors, 
and equip three companies of horse 
artillery, in order to make them ef- 
fective in the event of an invasion of 
Spanish forces. All of the public 
bodies named are asked to memorialize 
Congress and the Secretary of War, 
tendering to the nation the services of 
the regiment, and asking for such 
equipment as is needed. 


WINCHESTER RIFLES. 


Sharpshooters Enrolled in the Coast

The call for sharpshooters to join the 
Winchester Riflemen, a company being 
organized for home defense, has 
brought ‘an encouraging number of re- 
sponses, and the provisional roll, which 
was opened only yesterday, bears the 
names of eighteen men.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Interesting Reminiscences of the 
Early Days. 

The Historical Society met last night 
at the residence of H. D. Barrows. 
There was a good attendance of mem- 
berssand visitors. . 

Dr. J. D. Moody, in an address on 
the subject of the early explorations 
on the Pacific Coast, gave en interest- 
ing resumé of the discoveries made by 
the different nations on the western 
coast of North America. He told the 
story of how Mrs. Jessie Benton Frt- 
mont held back a dispatch from the 
Secretary of War recailing Capt. Fre- 
mont after he had set out on his sec- 
ond exploration trip to the Pacific 
Coast, and reprimanding him for 
taking with him a howitzer witheut 
permission. By Mrs. Fremont’s with- 
holding the dispatch her husband was 
allowed to go on his way and make his 
explorations of California. Frement’s 
report, published after his return, first 
called attention to California. Had 
the Secretary's dispatch been sent on 
to Fremont, he would have returned, 
and California would, in all probabil- 
ity, have fallen into the hands of 
England. It was thus that woman’s 


wit saved California. 


H. D. Barrows read a sketch of the 
Los Angeles delegation’s journey to 
Monterey when the first constitutional 
convention was held in 1849. Stenhen 
C. Foster wes the writer. Foster was 
one of the delegates. So little interest 
was teken in the election of delegates 
that only 48 votes were cast in the 
whole district now included in Los An- 
geles county. Stearns, Dominguez, 
Hugo Reid, José Antonio Carrillo and 
Stephen C. Foster constituted the dele- 
gation. The trip was made on horse- 
back and a number of extra horses 
were taken along. There were no 
hotels betwen Los Angeles and Mon- 
terey. The two Californians got into 
an excited discussion of the question 
whether the world was round or flat, 
one maintaining thet thev had trave'ed 
all the way from San Diego to Mon- 
terey, and the country was flat. which 
was proof enough for him.

Thoroughly Bohemian in his tastes, but al- 
ways a refined, tender-hearted gentleman, his 
place will never be filled in the hearts of 
those who knew him. 

Mr. Ludovici leaves a sister and brother, 
two nieces and two nepbews. He never mar- 
ried.

“The gross earnings of forty-seven 
roads for the second week in April, as 
made up from returns received by the 
United States Investor, were $5,520,460, 
Against $4,890,966 for the second week in 
April, 1897, an increase of $629,494, 
Thirty-nine roads show increases, and 
eight decreases. Since January 1, the 
roads referred to above earned $S1,807,- 
261. an increase of $8,883,286 over the 
$72,923,975 reported for the correspond- 
ing period of 189%. For the longer 
period, forty-six show irfereases and 
one decrease.” 

COMMERCIAL. 

THE PRICE OF BARLEY. Much in- 
terest attaches to the price of barley 
during the coming year. At present, in 
common . with other food stuffs, this 
cereal, of which a specialty is made in 
California, is quoted at an exception- 
ally high price. The agricultural edi- 
tor of the San Francisco Chronicle 
takes the view that the price of barley 
in this State for the coming year is 
evidently to be fixed by the price: at 
which competing feed stuffs can be im- 
ported. The Chronicle says: 

“It is by no means certain that the 
surplus of Oregon and Washington will 
be sufficient to supply our lack. In any 
case the comparatively limited quan- 
tity in those States makes the possi- 
bility of a ‘corner’ too strong for com- 
fort. The ultimate regulation of prices 
must be the corn supply of the eastern 


States, which is ample. At last mail 
advices corn was worth 28 cents a 
bushel in Kansus City, equivalent 
to 50 cents a cental, while corn- 
meal on the same dav was 
quoted at 51 cents a_ cental.~ The 


freight to this city is 55 cents on corn 
in sacks or in bulk, making cost of 
corn laid down about $1.05 as against 
$1.35 to $1.40 for barley. As a matter of 
fact, corn is selling at $1.22%% to $1.25 
for yellow, at which price it is a much 
cheaper feed than barley at present 


quotations. Our dealers, however, are 
making too much money on importa- 
tions, and farmers will do well to 


unite to order carload lots. We do not 
usually suggest combination to reduce 
price of grain which any of our farm- 
ers have to sell, but we think if they 
get for barley what eastern corn can 
be laid down for, that is enough, and 
that the farmers who buy should be 
considered. If the farmers could or- 
der carloiads of cornmeal! from Kansas 
City at 51 cents, and if the freight were 


only 55 cents (the rates charged on 
corn,) the cost of cornmeal would be 


$1.06 per cental. But the freight.on 
cornmeal! is $14 per ton higher than on 
corn, giving so much advantage to our 
local millers in competiticn with east- 
ern millers. Fortunately they do not 
u8B all the margin they have, as good 
feed cornmeal is quoted at about $1.25 
per hundred. The same grade would 
cost farmers $1.76 per hundred should 
they undertake to import it ground. In 
other words, for cornmeal which farm- 
ers might import for abou $1.06 per 
cental, they now pay $1.25 per cental, 
and would have to pay $1.76 per cental 
if they should import it, although they 
can import the unground corn for 
— $1.05, with prices as at this writ- 
ng.” 


OLIVE OUTPUT. At the recent 
State Fruit-Growers’ Conventicn in 
Los Anceles. B. M. Lelong. secretary 
of the State Board of Trade. read an 
estimate of the olive crop in  Califor- 
@i&. now. and in the near future. Olive 
trees reach full bearing at about the 
age of fifteen vears. when they should 
produce fiftv pounds per tree. In the 
present condition of the orchards. vhis 
estimate of a fair cron is 12,720,000 
pounds. which. at sixty pounds of olives 
to the gallon. should produce 212.000 
gallons of oil per year. if all the fruit 
Were turned oil. When all the 
acreage now planted reaches the full 
bearing ace. his estimate of the product 
is neariv 40.000.000 pounds of olives. 
Which should make 664,460 eallens of 
oil. If one-half the product were 
pickled. it would make, at six pounds 
to the gallon of pickles. 3.399.300 gal- 
lons of pickles. and 332.230 gallons o° 
cit. So large an output. however, is 
a long way ahead.

They were 
aware that the news of Commodore Dewey's 
Victory had brought large orders to the com- 
iniss.on houses to buy stocks, and they met 
the outside demand by bidding up the prices 
at the opening as far as lay in their power. 
They succeeded in getting a jump of 6% in 
Sugar, and about four pcints in Burlington 
and St. Paul. Their heavy selling to realize 
in these stocks caused a reaction all through 
the market. The accounts of the battle :n 
Manila left it a question whether the United 
States had been able to effect the establish- 
ment of a base for the future, or whether 
they would be obliged to make for home.

Americans Will Have the Same as 
Natives in Hapyti. 

{Copyright, 1898, by the Associated Press.] 

PORT AU PRINCE (Hayti,) May 2.— 
The efforts which have been made for 
twenty years past to induce the Hay- 
tien government to extend the same 
trade and labor rights to Americans as 
to natives, have at last proved success- 
ful. An agreement has been arrived at 
that there shall be no difference in the 
licenses.

Enlistments Increasing Stendily. 
Steps for Home Protection. 
SANTA. MONICA, May 2.—[(Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] A certain confusion seems to 
have ‘arisen in reference to the enlistment 
heré of volunteers for the war. About a 
week ago .the enrollment of members of a 
company, wth the name of E. J. Vawter, Jr., 
at the head of the list, was etarted. The 
list was headed with the following declara- 

tion: 

“We, the undersigned, hereby agree to 
volunteer for the war with Spain, and to 
form a company of infantry, N.G.C., and to 
assemble at the call of E. J. Vawter, Jr., at 
such t'me and place ax, he may appoint for 
the purpose of organ‘zation.” 

This list cf names has been increased un- 
til it now numbers 93. 

Now comes another company having among 
4ts members a number of men whose names 
appear in the enrollment of the first com- 
pany. The list has J. J, Carrillos name at 
its head, and contains forty-nine names. The 
enrollment declaration is as follows: 

i" Santa Monica home guard for the protec- 
tion of our families ayd property against 

, privateering on this coast during the pending 

crisis between the United States and Spain. 

“We, the undersigned loyal citizens of the 
United States of America, bind ourselves as 
, true sons of this great republic, to take up 
arms and protect the name and honor of our 
nation against any danger that may threaten 
our present peaceful standing on this coast. 

A meeting in the interest of the National 
Guard company was held in the Methodist 
Church Saturday evening. It was called to 
order by Rev. . C. Wuestenberg and F. 
H. Rindge presided. Speeches were made by 
Gov. A. J. Smith of the Soldier’s Home, Capt.

Just 
before the meeting a cannon from the home 
was fired on the bluff. 

THE GOVERNOR’S POWERS.

Undoubtedly 
California’s quota of its National Guard will 
be kept up to the present standard, notwith- 
standing the number who go into the United 
States service.”

SAN BERNARDINO, May 2.—[{Regular Cer- | 
respondence.}| The County Board of Sup'r- | 
visors met ‘n regular session tcday. Much | 
of the time was devoted to the auditing of 
bilis incurred during the past month. 

The report of the superintendent cf tie 
County Hespital for Apr.] showed that tte in- 
stitution hed sixty-eight inmates on April 1. 
During the month one died, twenty-five were 
discharged, and thirty new patients were ad- 
mitted, making the present numbcr cf in- 
mates seventy-two. Expenses for the mont) 
amounted to $774.96, and the receipts were 
$14.10, leaving an expenditure of $760.{6, cr 
an average daily cost per patent of 35% 
cents. The additional sum of $198 was ex- , 
pended on permanent improvements, clo h- 
ing, repairs, etc. 

The treasurer reported a balance of $7%3,- | 
$28.57 standing to the eredit of the county cn 
May 1, div'ded up as follows: Gold, £1400; 
silver, $300.22; currency, $62; check of de- 
posit, $81,566.35. 

The report of the Horticultural Comm ssion 
showed the April expenses to be $330.50, of 
which amount $171.50 wes the commiss‘one!s’ 
salaries, $143.19 for the inspectors’ salaries, 
and $15.90 for incidentals. The report. states 
that a continued inspection of trees, plants 
and shrubs has been carried on at the var‘- 
ous shipping pcints throughout the county. 
Numerous trees infested with yellow scale 
have lately been located, and will be ium'- 
gated. Many citrus trees infested with réd 
scale, brought in from other counti>s, have 
been ordered stripped of their leaves and 
treated with a wash. Numerous orchards ‘n- 
fected with white scale have been supplied 
with the Vedalia cardinalis. The San Jcsé 
scale is reported to be well under cubject on, 
as the result of successful treatment with 
a spray, consisting of a solution of salt, 
lime and sulphur.

CORONER'S INQUEST. 

“Coroner Keating and Dist.-Atty. Daley ecn- 
ducted an inquest this afternoon at Barton 
& Catick’s undertaking rooms to inquire 
into the death of Mrs. Eva Leonard, who 
died Sunday morning as the result of a 
gunshot wound inflicted by herself on Satur- 
day evening. 

The testimony went to show that the de- 
ceased was a native of New York State and 
was 37 years of age.. She came to San Ber- 
nardino from Colorado about three years ago, 
with Mr. and Mrs. E. R. Annable. Mr. An- 
nable is a lawyer, and Mrs. Leonard was em- 
ployed by him in the capacity of a stenog- 
rapher. She lived with the Annables at their 
home on the north side of town. She was a 
consumptive, and was addicted to the. exces- 
sive use of drugs and strong drink. Last 
Friday she began drinking whisky in gen- 
erous quantities, and continued the libations 
on Saturday. On the afternoon of that day 
she and Mrs. Annable took a drive. Upon 
the!tr return Mrs. Annable got out of the 
buggy at her home, and Mrs. Leonard drove 
the, team downtown.’ Her demeanor was 


. sufficiently noticeable to attract public at- 
} tention, 


and upon Mr. Annable being in- 
formed, he started in search of her. He met 
her on the stairs leading to his office ‘n the 
postoffice block, and they went up together. 
Her condition was very apparent, and he 
insisted that she accompany him home. The 
matter was argued for several minutes, im a 
room opening off from the rear office, and 
set apart for Mrs. Leonard‘s use. Mr. Anna- 
ble testified today that Mrs. Leonard was 
standing in front of the bureau, and he 
was behind her, holding her jacket in his 
hands, preparatory to her pees it on. W:th- 
out a word of warning she picked up a 33- 
caliber revolver, wheeled suddenly, and shot 
herself in the left side, several inches below 
the heart. This happened shortly after 6 
o'clock, and she died after about twelve 
hours of intense suffering. The testimony 
showed that Mrs. Leonard had purchased the 
revolver last winter, and presented it to Mr. 
Annable, but it had always been kept in the 
room where the tragedy was enacted. 
Medical and other testimony has yet vo 


heard.

CENSUS MARSHALL’S REPORT. 

School Census Marshall Frank B, Dennis 
filed his report with the County Surerin- 
tendent of schools this mcrning. The report 
shows that there were 473 white boys, 519 
white girls, 5 negro boys, 2 negro girls, 2 
Chinese boys and % Chinese gir's, or 1004 chil- 
dren in this city between the ages of 5 and 
1 All are native-born, save three Mexi- 
cans. There are 156 white. 4 negro and 2 
Chinese children, or 192 children, under § 
years of age, all native born. This gives a 
grand total of 1196 ch'ldren under 17 years 
of age. During the past year 862 of the cen- 
sus children attended the public schools, 49 
private schools, while 93 did not attend any 
school. There are now fourteen teachers em- 
ployed in the city grammar fchools, includ- 
ing the City School Superintendent. Accord- 
ing to the State law another teacher will be 
allowed the city. 

The increase during the past five years may 
be learned from the following figures: The 
number of census children in 1894 was 823; 
in 1895, 900; 1896, 932; 1897, £€7; 1898, 1004.

ST. LOUIS STILL AFLOAT. 


This Prevents the Naming of a New 
Crutser. 

[St. Louis Post-Dispatch:] The only 
obstacle encountered by all efforts to 
have one of the cruisers which wer? 
recently purchased named for the city 
of St. Louis is the fact that the hull 
of a sloop once an important part of 
the United States navy remains above 
water although long since declared to 
be unseaworthy and stripped of all that 
separates a ship from a barge. 

Capt. Duncan N. Ingraham, one of 
the most intrepid, fearless and efficient 
officers that ever lived, was the first 
commander of the St. Louis. While he 
was her chief officer the good ship was 
the center of one of the most stirring 
events @n the annals of our country. 

Every reader of history is familiar 
with the “Kostza incident."”” Martin 
Kostza, an Austrian by birth,.came to 
this country in 1850, and entered the 
mercantile business. After he had re- 
sided here two years, he declared his 
intention to became a citizen of the 
United Staets, and he applied for what 
is known as the first papers of naturali- 
zation. 

The papers were duly issued. Ir a 
few months Kostza went to Smyrna, in 
Asia Minor, to buy goods. While he 
was there he was seized by Greek sol- 
diers in the service of the Austrian gov- 
ernment, and carried onto the Austrian 
ship Hussar, where he was placed in 
irons. He asked the assistance cf the 
American Consul, on the ground that 
he was a citizen of the United States. 
The Consul demanded his release, which 
was refused by the captain of the 
Hussar. 

At that time the St. Louis was in the 
harbor at Smynra and Capt. Ingraham 
was informed of Kostza’s predicament. 
He immediately requested the Austrian 
ship to place Kostga in his custody. 
The request was peremptorily refused. 
It was then 9 o’clock in the morning 
of July 2, 1853. Ingraham ordered his 
crew to. move the St. Louis alongsi.le 
the Hussar. The latter’s captain 
asked Ingraham what he meant py 
such conduct. He was told that it was 
the determination of the United States 
to have Kostza. The Austriam repli:4 
that Kostza was a deserter from. the 
Austrian army and that he must be 
punished as such. “The United States 
protect their citizens everywhere,” 
said Ingraham, “and Kostza is an 
American citizen. If he is not deliv- 
ered to me by-11. o’clock I will send 


the Hussar to the bottom of the har- 
bor.”’ 
The decks of the St. Louis were 


cleared for action, and the matches for 
firing the cannon were prepared. At 
10:55 o’clock the Austrian weakened 
and sent a boat with Kostza to the 
American ship to await the settlement 


of the controversy bv the State De- 
parments of the United States and 
Austria. This eatisfied Ingraham. 


After a long diplomatic correspondence 
the case was decided in favor of this 
country, and the rights of the Ameri- 
can citizen were vindicated. A medal 
was given by Coneress to Capt. Inera- 
ham in recogniticn cf his services, and 
the St. Louis became the most famous 
ship in the American navy. 

3ut when the building of the giant 
armored ships began, the St. Louis be. 
came obsclete. It was too smal! and 
too pocriy protected from the enemy's 
shot to be pitted against the modern 
battleship. It was withdrawn from 
active service, and sent to the League 
Island navy yard, wehre it is now used 
as a trainireg ship for naval recruits, 


Ressie Orders Two Warships. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 2. -- The 
Cramp Ship-build'ng Company tcday 
received word from Charles Cramp, 
now in Europe, to the effect that con- 
tracts have been signed between the 
Russian government and himself for 
the construction of two vessels. One is 
a battleship of approximately 12 500 tens 
displacement. The other is a pro- 
tected cruiser of about sixty-five hun- 
dred tons.

A CAVED WALL. 


THE MARTZ BUILDING, 


A Wall on the Lot Adjoining the 
Chamber of Comemrce Fell, Kill- 


ing G. Ealovich, a Laborer, 
nnd Seriously tejuring Feremar 
Pasich, 

A bad accident occurred yesterday 


morning by which one man was almos' 
instantly killed, 6ne was crippled and 
two or three others were slightly hurt 
by a falling wall at the new building 
now in course of erection on the lot ad 
joining the Chamber of Commerce. 
The man killed was a Slavonian la 
borer named G. Balovich. Anton Pu 
sich. the foreman of the gang, Was 
eripyled badly, and M. Lobank, also a 


laborer, was so seriously hurt that h: 
Was removed to the ‘hospital. 
Yesterday morning a gang of fow 


men under Anton Pusich was at work 
on the southeast corner of the building 
back-filling the rear wall with dirt 
thrown from the inside of the excava- 
tion. To facilitate the work, a staging 
about six feet high had been erected 
between the two walls, which wer 
joined tegethér with heavy steel beams. 
Some remark was made to the effect 
that the wall was “green,” having only 
been up a day or two, and the rece: 
‘rain having prevented it from setting 
There is some dispute as to by whon 
this remark was made, if made at all, 
but. at all events; part of the gang 
of men went to work throwing th: 
earth up onto the scaffolding and others 
above throwing it on the outside of the 
wall. 

For a couple of hours work was con- 
tinued uninterruptedly, and at 
o'clock the foreman, Pusich, was stand. 
ing between the two walls looking on 
at the work as it progressed. At abou! 
that time the staging was noticed t 
sway slightly, but before the men could 
fly the wall fell inward, the heavy stee] 
beams crashing down with the bricks 
and débris from above. As it fell 
shout went up from the workmen, anc 
in a few seconds a gang of men were ai 
work extricating their fellows from 
their perilous position, 

BRalovich, who had been working 
the corner of the inclosure, was caught 
by a falling plank and pinned agains 
the wall, being almost instantly killec 
The foreman, Pusich, was buried up t: 
his waist, the pelvic bone being broke» 
and the muscles of the back bein; 
strained and bruised severely. Lobanl 
was also painfully hurt, but the others 
escaped with slight bruises. 

When the heavy planking imprison, 
ing Balovich was removed, and th: 
hody taken out, it was found life wo: 
extinet and the body was removed t 
Kregelo & Bresee’s undertaking par- 
lors. Pusich, Lobank and = anothe: 
laborer were removed to the Receiving 
Hospital, and after being treated by 
Dr. Hagan, the foreman, Pusich, was 
sent to his home at No. 711 Buens 
Vista street. Lobank was sent to th: 
County Hospital, apd the third. map 
found his own way to his home. 

THe Hew where the aeciden 
happened is being put up by H. Martz 
The brick work has been centractec 
for by J. A. Hill, and he claimed yester- 
day that he warned the men about th: 
unsafe condition of the wall, and this 
statement is corroborated by Mr. Martz, 
but denied by Pusich. 

W. H. Jenkins of Krause & Jenkins 
architests of the Martz building, “says 
his firm merely drew plans for Martz, 
and he, hping a builder, acted as his 
own superintendent. The men under- 
mined the footings of the wall and the 
dirt behind the new wall helped to 
crush it in. 


BANK WINS A SUIT. 


Opinion in Cireuit Court Affecting 
Validity of Vank’s Guarantees. 
Judge Wellborn rendered an opinion 
‘n the Circuit Court yesterday, in the 
case of Abner T. Bowen of New Yerk 
against The Needles National Rank, 
defendant, and Laniel Murphygsgreceiver, 
ete., intervenor, whereby the plaintift 
lost his suit and the defendant won 

on his cross-complaint. 2 

The action was originally brought 
against the bank on May &, 1895, which 
some months prior had become insol- 
vent, and was by the Comptroller 
placed in the hands of Receiver Daniei 
Murphy, who intervened on August 
22. 1896. 

An individual by the name of Isaac 
EE. Blake. Who was interested in the 
bank and had large interests in the 
neighborhood of Needles, drew checks 
on the bank while in New York, and 
had them cashed by Bowen. Some of 
the checks were paid by drafts on a 
bank in New York, and some remained 


unpaid, and for these unpaid checks 
Bowen sued the Needles bank, on the 


ground that it either guaranteed the 
payment of the checks cr promised to 
pay the amount itself, and in either 
case Was liable. The plaintiff prayed 
judgment for the sum of 822.459, with 
interest and costs of suit. The cross 
complaint prayed for the sum of $30,000 
and was awarded $69.45, 

Judge Wellborn held that while the 
checks formed valid claims against the 
bank, they were not entitled to any 
preference, the guarantee being without 
the authority of law, so that the claim 
could receive only the same considera- 
tion as that of any other creditor. 


Melictous Destruction, 

A very serious loss occurred to the 
South Pasadena ostrich farm lst Sat- 
urday. A large crowd of children as- 
sembled in the vicinity, brought there 
by the Terminal Railway from some 
school in the city, and spent their time 
in wandering around the neighborhood. 
Not content with harmless wandering, 
they climbed the high fences of the 
farm and beheld the nests of the os- 
triches, This being too much for the 
equipese of the boy element in some of 
the scholars, they proceeded to descend 
and reclimb the fence with their pock- 
full of stones. These they threw at 
the ewes in the negts. Ten eggs worth 
ench were destroved, and five ergs, 
just about to hatch, the inmates of 
which are worth immediately on their 
appearance over $100, were smashed, 
the little prisoners struggling just 
about long enough to give up the ghost. 
The old birds, so frightened away, may 
never return to their nests.
